The Grand Jury Finds $135,000 
Deposited as Bribes. 


Court Restrained Delegates from Pass- 
ing Bill. for Suburban Railway 
Company, Compromise Failed 
and Exposure Followed.

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 27.—The most 
tional municipal s¢anda! in the history of 
St. Louis, and one of the most startling on 
record in the United States, was disclosed 
to-day, when a committee from the Grand | 
Jury discovered two safe deposit boxes at 
two different trust companies filled with 
crisp new banknotes, deposited there for 
the benefit of certain members of the last 
Municipal Assembly, on condition that a 
bill granting certain franchises to the Sub- 
urban Street Railway Company should be 
passed. 

As a result of the discovery, in corrobor- 
ation of elaborate evidence brought before 
the Grand Jury by Circuit Attorney Jo- 
seph W. Folk, the following members of 
the last Municipal Assembly under the 
Ziegenhein administration were late this 
afternoon arrested on bench warrants: 
Charles Kratz, member of the City Council 
last year, leader of the majority in the 
Council, well-to-do contractor and present 
candidate for Congress to succeed Con- 
gressman Richard Bartholdt; Emile A. 
Meisenberg, member of last year’s City 
Council, wealthy business man; John 
Murrell, Jeader of the *“‘ combine” of nine- ; 
teen members of the Ziegenhein house of | 
delegates. 

Indictments have been found against | 
these men and will be turned in with the | 
final report of the Grand Jury. At least a | 
half dozen more indictments will be re- 
turned against members of the late Munici- ! 
pal Assembly before the Grand Jury con- 
cludes the investigation, and it is probable 
that the number may run up to twenty. It 
is understood that several men connected 
in one way or anoher with the St. Louis 
Transit Company Will be indicted. 

The big bribery. scandal was 
through a wrangle between members of the 
last Municipal Assembly and representa- 
tives of the Suburban Company over the | 
disposition of the money which has 
deposited in safe deposit vaults. 

The indictments charge that Murrell and 
other members of the house of delegates 
agreed to pass the suburban bill granting |; 
franchises for extensions of the company’s 
line threugh Forest Park, for the sum of 
$75,000. The. Suburban Company accepted 
the proposition, and its | representative, 
Philip Stock, deposited the $75,000 in a box 
in the vaults of the Lincoln Trust Company. | 


Stock retained one key to the box and the | 
other, it is stated, was held by Delegate 
Murre . 


In a similar way $00,000 was deposfted in

Kratz the other. 

The Suburban bill was promptly passed in ! 
the Council and went to the House, where 
the combine, it is stated, was ready to put 
it through in a hurry. The bill was so un- 
popular with the citizens that an injunc- 
tion was asked for to restrain the House of 
Delegates from enacting it into law. The 
Hotse of Delegates did all in its power to 
rus the bill through before the court 
could act, and held two special sessions be- 
hind closed doors to place the bill on its 
second and third readings. 

The House was in the very act of passing 
the measure when Sheriff Dickmann and 
his deputies appeared in the Chamber and 
served on the House the order of the court 
restraining it from further action on the 
bill, The case was carried to the Supreme 
Court of Missouri, but before this tribunal 
had passed upon it the Municipal Assembly 
was dissolved by regular election and the 
Suburban bill died a natura) death. 

It is of interest, however, to note 
the Supreme Court held that the lower 
court had no right to interfere with the 
legislative functions of the Municipal As- 
sembly, the court holding that to all in- 
tents and purposes the Municipal Assembly 
enjoys the same immunity from judicial 
interference as does the State Legislature. 

The Suburban Company, it is alleged, 
having failed to get its bill enacted into 
law, refused to pay over any of the money 
on deposit, the council, having carried out 
its part of the contract, claimed the money, 
and a controversy ensued which waxed so 
warm that news reached the ears of the 
Circuit Attorney, who immediately began 
an investigation. 

At Circuit Attorney Folk's request, Jugge 
Woods issued an impounding order 
manding the two trust companies to pre- 
serve the boxes and their contents undis- 
turbed, so that they may be held for evi- 
dence at the trials to be held in the crim- 
inal court against such members of the 
Municipal Assembly and officials or serv- 
ants of the Suburban Railway as the 
Grand Jury may indict. 

The Grand Jury has been working on the 
bribery cases for a week, and in that time 
has examined more than one hundred of 
the leading citizens of the town, including 
officials, bankers. lawyers, officers of the 
suburban road. The exposure, which first 
appeared im extra editions of afternoon pa- 
pers to-night, created a profound sensation,- 
and is regarded as a great piece of work on 
the part of the Circuit Attorney, for the 
reason that several attempts before this to 
fasten on the members of the Ziegenheim 
Municipal Assembly charges of bribery and 
corruption have failed for lack of ef- 
fective initiative. 

It was learned to-night that during the 
last few weeks members of the House of 
Delegates of last year had approached the 
representative of the suburban company 
with a proposition to compromise by per- 
mitting the nineteen members of the House 
combine (which it was understood was to 
have put the Suburban bill through had 
not the court interfered) to withdraw from 
the safe deposit box in the Lincoln Trust 
Company $2.500 each and permit the sub- 
urban company to retain the balance. This 

roposition, it is said, was declined. This 
ed to the controversy which became so 
vehement that the whole story leaked out. 

The Grand Jury is not by any means 
through with its investigation. Bench 
warrants will be issued as rapidly as evi- 
dence is adduced positively to connect per- 
sons with the big bribery case, and the in- 
dictments will follow.

DARING TRAIN ROBBERY. 


Southern Express Held Up—Several 
Shots Fired — Local Safe Stripped 
and Highwaymen Get Away. 
BRANCHVILLE, 8. C., Jan. 27.—A care- 
fully planned and audacious express rob- 
bery took place about 7 o'clock this even- 
ing on the Southern Railway, when the 
passenger train from Charleston reached 
nearly the exact site of the successful 
robbery of two years ago, five miles from 
Branchville. Seven or eight men were 
riding on the platform between the engine 
and baggage car, concealed by the dark- 

ness. None was masked. 

At the fifty-five-mile board two men 
crawled over the tender and covered the 
engineer, John Reynolds, with Winchesters. 
They fired two shots, one ball passing 
through Reynolds's cap. Fireman Cobb 
Conductor Black, 
who ran out, was covered and ordered back. 
By order of these men, a brakeman un- 
coupled the express car, mail and baggage 
cars which were taken to Fifty-eighth Sta- 
tion, leaving the rest of the cars on the 
main line. Here several shots were fired 
into the express car and one man climbed 
up, covered Express Messenger Hall with 
a Winchester and compelled him to open 
the aoor. Three men entered the car and 
stripped the local safe. After threatening 
Hall with instant death if he did not open 
the through safe, and finding he knew 
nothing ot the combination, the safe was 
rolled out on the platform. Then the 
engineer was ordered to return with the 
three cars to the train and he obeyed, 
bringing the train without further incident 
to Branchville. 

No mail or baggage was touched, and no 
passengers were molested. The robbers 
took their pistols from the only employes 
who were armed, and resistance was out of 
the question. 

No measures have been taken so far to 
follow the robbers. It is hoped that blood- 
hounds will be on hand in the morning.

SCOPE OF THE DISASTER. 


Violence and Appalling Character of | 
the Explosion and the Ruin, and 
Pitiful Scenes Which 
Followed. 


* Run for your life, the powder shanty’s | 
on fire. I can’t put it out,’ was the prelude ; 
to the explosion shouted in Forty-first | 
Street near the west side of Park Avenue, 
just after noon by a wild-eyed and excited — 
man in overalls, Moses Epps, who dashed 
out of a “shack” over the west derrick 
shaft of Section No. 4 of the subway. 

The warning was given to at least aj} 
dozen persons.

the force of the explosion swept above it, 
as the flag and part of its staff on the 
Grand Central Hotel were carried away 
into Forty-second Street. Within fifteén 
feet of the powder house several “hundred 
bags of cement were not disturbed. Twénty 
feet from them, on the northwest corner 
of Forty-first Street and Park Avenue, a 
lamppost and a Post Office drop box were 
shattered. 


In the gloom of the dust cloud created by 
the liberation of titanic energy the results 
of the disaster became gradually apparent. 
Not a window remained intact on the Park 
Avenue front of the Murray Hill Hotel, 
and few windows were unbroken on its 
Forty-first Street front. Further south 
the mansfen of William H. Payne, 98 Park 
had its windows shattered and 
driven in. Opposite the Murray Hill Hotel 
the Wells and Gerard apartment house was 
in equally sorry condition, the Manhattan 
Eye and Bar Hospital was rendered unfit 
for the occupancy of patients, the Grand 
Union Hotel could not, so far as its windows, 
entrances, and facade adornments were 
concerned, have suffered less from a bom- 
bardment, and the Forty-second Street 
front of the Grand Central Station had 
not only all its windows destroyed, but the 
clocks in its towers were blown into them, 

There were other and far reaching re- 
sults of the explosion. Windows were 
broken in Thirty-sixth Street as far east 
as Third Avenue and west in Madison Ave- 
nue, and in East Forty-seventh Street. The 
wonder of the day was the east wall of the 
Lincoln Safe Deposit Company and Na- 
tional Bank, It stood*the shock so well 
that not a brick was displaced, and in the 
entire building not more than a score of 
windows were broken.

POLICE AND FIREMEN CALLED. 


Call for aid from the police and firemen 
was promptly given and responded to. Chief 
Edward F. Croker heard the explosion at 
Fire Headquarters. He did not wait for an 
alarm. ‘‘I knew that something big was on 
hand,” he afterward explained, and was 
dashing down town just as the first of four 
alarms was clanged on the gongs. The 
police at the Grand Central Station were on 
the ground in a few moments, and notice of 
the disaster was sent to Police Headquar- 
ters almost before the echoes of the explo- 
sion had died away, and ambulances were 
at the scene from Bellevue and the Presby- 
terian Hospitals by a quarter past 12 
o'clock. 

From the Central Office came Inspector 
John Harley and Chief Detective Titus, and 
they before half an hour had nearly four 
hundred policemen and Detective Sergeants 
guarding the wrecked hotels and houses, 
the Manhattan Hospital, the Grand Central

police charge persons vouched for by a po- 
lice officer of rank or a detective. * 

A result of this was that no theft had 
been reported last night, although just aft- 
er the explosion property and money worth 
hundreds of thousands of dollars had been 
left unprotected, and much of it was buried 
under broken glass, plaster, window cas- 
ings, and wrecked furniture. 

Within a few minutes of the explosion 
there were calls for surgical aid from all 
places where damage had been done. The 
palm room and office of the Murray Hill 
Hotel were transformed into a hospital, and 
Washington L, Jaques, the manager, sent 
out everywhere for aid to supplement the 
work of the ambulance surgeons. 

Although his son, Thomas L. Jaques, 
cashier of the Lincoln National Bank, was 
severely injured by flying glass and 
splinters while eating his luncheon in the 
hotel, the manager insisted that all who 
were hurt should be treated on equal terms, 
and he personally aided several of his col- 
ored bell boys to reach the surgeons while 
numbers of his cffice staff did the same 
service for guests who were in the same 
plight. 

Dr. Louis Livingston Seaman wos near by 
when the explosion occurred, and he went 
to the Murray Hill Hotel and, rendered 
valuable services as a volunteer. In all 
about forty guests and twenty-five em- 
in- 
juries more or Jess serious. Many of the 
guests, including several Canadian priests, 
refused to give their names or to be re- 
corded as injured, because they did not 
want distant friends to become alarmed 
about them, 


SCENE AT THE MURRAY HILL. 


Mr. Jaques, at the moment of the ex- 
plosion, was in his private office with H. 
H. Brockway of the Ashland House and 
J. T. Clyde, Grand Commander of the 
Palestine Commandery. All were severely 
shockéd by the concussfon and struggled 
out dazed. 

“IT was," said Mr. Brockway, “ be- 
wildered, and a hideous noise made by air 
rushing from compressed air pipes which 
were ruptured in the subway shaft made 
me think that the danger was not over. [ 
thought that the end of all of us had come, 
and that we would be buried in the build- 
ing. No description of the scene would be 
adequate. The cries, the gloom, the wreck 
of everything, the appearance of at least 
twenty guests who came down the marble 
staircase, all in a_pody and all bleeding, I 
shall never forget.” 


Superintendent Jaques’s first thought 
was in regard to those who might have per- 
ished, and he organized a search party, 
which explored every room in the wrecked 
Park Avenue and Forty-first Street fronts. 
Death was found to have come to a guest, 
J. R. Robertson, and to Cyrus Adams, who 
Was at the cigar counter in the café, 

Mr. Robertson was a mining promoter of 
Nelson, British Columbia. He arrived a 
week ago, and had Room 125, on the second 
floor, until Sunday night, when he changed 
to Parlors N and O, on the office floor, 
which received the full force of the ex- 
plosion, the furniture, broken to fragments, 
being buried under the wreck of the win- 
He was found on his bed, with his 
head crushed in, 


Adams was known to hundreds of visitors 
and guests. He wore a skull cap of black 
velvet and was affectionately spoken of as 
*‘Old Adams."’ His death, too, was due to 
an injury of the head, and when found was 
almost covered with wreckage. He lived 
with a wife and their daughter at 38 Ham- 
ilton Terrace. 

James Carr, a colored waiter, was found 
dying in the wrecked basement, and Mr. 
Jacques aided in getting him to where an 
ambulance surgeon could attend him. He 
died just as he reached the Presbyterian 
Hospital. 

Many of the injured had their sufferings 
alleviated by the ministration of Father 
Smith, the official Fire Department Chap- 
lain, and Father Sheedy of the Church of 
St. Agnes, and several other clergymen of 
different denominations. Father Sheedy 
was in Forty-second Street when the ex- 
plosion occurred, and he entered the Mur- 
ray Hill Hotel by the wrecked basement 
entrance, and in so doing cut a hand sé- 
verely. He wound a handkerchief around it 
and would not have it dressed until he 
found that all the injured had been treated. 
The clergymen went afterward to the Man- 
hattan Hospital, the Grand Union Hotel, 
and the Grand Central Station. 

The ambulance and police surgeons and 
private physicians found only minor casual- 
ties to deal with at the Grand Central Sta- 
tion, the Grand Union Hotel, and the Man- 
hattan Hospital, and in many instances the 
sufferers had called in private physicians. 
At the Grand Union, Simeon Ford, the pro- 
prietor, insisted on a roll call of all the em- 
ployes, and told those who had received 
only scratches that they would not be ex- 
pected to do duty, but that their pay would 
continue. zi 

Some of the volunteer physicians went to 
the hospital of the New York Society for 
the Relief of the Ruptured and Crippled, in 
East Forty-second Street, but found that 
no services were needed, and that the little 
inmates had stood the shock of the explo- 
sion bravely. 

A few persons were slightly hurt in pri- 
vate dwelling houses on Park Avenue, and 
they called in their family physicians. At 
98 Park Avenue Mrs. W. H. Payne had her 


hand cut by broken glass and her cook, - 


Mary Monaghan, received injuries from the 
same cause. Her waitress, Della McGrath, 
just after the explosion saw a man coming

bleeding profusely from a severe gash in 
the head, and gave+him her apron to 
bandage it with. He did not say who he 
was. 

The fire apparatus called by four alarms 
had little to do except to put out several 
outbreaks of fire in the basement of the 
Murray Hill Hotel and in the shaft of Sec- 
tion 4 and on the dumping platform. Many 
of the companies were, however, retained 
by Chief Croker to be handy in case of 
emergency, as it was not clear until after 
4 o'clock that some of the buildings which 
had suffered the most had not had their 
foundations or walls rendered unsafe. 


WRECKED BUILDINGS INSPECTED. 


Doubt on this question was cleared up by 
members of the Emergency Corps of thé 
Bureau of Buildings and some of its In- 
spectors. David P. Canavan of Canavan 


Brothers, Chief Inspector Henry Cole, and 
Inspector John E. Peck were of the party, 
and after a close survey of the Murray 
Hill Hotel, the Manhattan Hospital, the 
Grand Union Hotel, and the Grand Central 
Station, they said that each was sound as 
to foundations and walts and that only a 
turret of the Murray Hill Hotel appeared 
to be slightly out of plumb. 

The scene of the disaster was visited by 
nearl? every official in this borough. Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome and members of his 
staff were among the earliest to arrive, 
and they had an earnest talk with William 
Barclay Parsons, the engineer in chief of 
the subway operations, and left with him 
for the West Thirtieth Street Station to see 
Sub-contractor Major Ira F. Shaler, who 
had the contract for Section 4. He is 
a son of Gen. Alexander Shaler, who was 
in his time a Fire Commissioner. 

Fire Commissioner Sturgis came with 
Secretary William Leary and carefully 
Studied the place where the accident oc- 
curred and its results, S. R. Callaway, for- 
merly President of the New York Central 
and Hudson River Railroad Company, was 
an interested spectator, and from the of- 
fices of the Vanderbilt roads came William 
K. and Alfred Vanderbilt, Chief Engineer 
Wilgus, Horace C. Du Val, President New- 
man, and others, 

At no time from 1 P, M. until dusk were 
there less than 20,000 persons outside of the 
police cordons, and the end of the elevated 
railroad platform at Park Avenue and For- 
ty-second Street had to be cleared every 
tive Minutes of people, the majority of 
whom had paid 5 cents to get to this point 
to View the place of the disaster. Bven the 
wrecked Grand Union Hotel, the Manhat- 
tarnMospital, and the offices in the Grand 
Central Station were invaded by sightseers 
on all sorts of excuses, but few remained 
undetected, and as soon as their real mis- 
sion was found out they were summarily 
ejected, 

The work of clearing up the wreck in the 
damaged buildings was begun as soon as 
there was proper police protection in each. 
At the Grand Central Station an army of 
men and women were employed to take out 
wreckage, clean up rooms, and put canvas 
where the windows had been, and arrange- 
mefits were made so that carpenters and 
glaziers will begin work early to-day to 
repair the damage. 

The patients and staff at the Manhattan 
Hospital were moved away, and cleaners 
were set to work, with the result that all 
wreckage was out of the building at 6 
o'clock. 

In spite of the damage done to the Grand 
Central Hotel, business appeared to go on 
as usual in the lower offices, bar, and 
restaurants, while employes were rushing 
to and fro removing broken glass and wood 
and covering the yawning window spaces 
with stuffs for the night. It will take 
several days to clear out the wreckage at 
the Murray Hill Hotel, but fair progress 
to this end had been made last night. The 
guests here and at the Grand Union wanted 
to remain if accommodations were given in 
the undamaged portions. A few, however, 
went to the Hotel Manhattan, the Park 
Avenue Hotel, and the Plaza Hotel. 


ESTIMATES OF DAMAGD. 


Some close estimates were made on the 
damage caused by the explosion. That on 
the Grand Central Station was put at 
$40,000. The estimate on the Grand Union, 
including furniture, works of art, &c., was 
put at from $50,000 to $70,000. It will cost 
$20,000 to restore the Manhattan Hospital 
to its original condition. Estimates of the 
damage to the Murray Hill Hotel and its 
contents were between $125,000 and $200,000. 
The lowest figure was considered fair. 
Manager Jaques said on the subject: 

* Without counting loss of patronage and 
‘consequential’ damage, the loss will fig- 
ure double the estimate of $125,000, if it 
does not go over that. The hotel was built 
in 1884. It is now a wreck, and it will take 
months to repair it and refurnish it. I do 
not know now how we stand in regard to 
the paintings collected by the late David 
G. Hammond. The hotel is now conducted 
by the Murray Hill Hotel Company, a stock 
corporation. 

“I know that .I saved Pope’s ‘Una and 
the Lion,’ worth $6,000, and that we had 
in the reading room the same artist’s fa- 
mous picture of dogs, worth $4,000. It 
was shredded to tatters. We have not only 
to put in every window on Park Avenue 
and Forty-first Street and many in Fortieth 
Street, but to replace furniture, bedding, 
linen, tableware of all sorts, and a hun- 
dréd other items. I don’t understand why 
the hotel didn't collapse utterly. I have 
only one relief in my trouble. My son Tom 
escaped death by a miracle, and was only 
slightly injured.’’ 

Minor losses on houses near by in Park 
Avenue and the side streets, mainly in the 
item of window glass, and in the Lincoln 
Bank building and stores in Forty-second 
Street, foot up about $20,000. The loss by 
the accident to the subway and the surface 
ear tunnel, including machinery, will not 
exceéd $15,000, so that if the estimate on 
the Murray Hill Hotél of $125,000 stands, 
the total property loss is not more than 
$280,000. 


THE DEAD IN THE EXPLOSION.

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CROWDED HOSPITAL WRECKER 


Heroism of Women Nurses in the 
Manhattan Eye and Ear Institution, 
Now. Deserted and Ruined. 


The Manhattan Eye and Ear Hospital, on 
the south side of Park Avenue, directly 
opposite the Murray Hill Hotel, and within 
100 feet of the exploding dynamite, was in 
the twinkling of an eye transformed by 
the tremendous concussion into a scene of 
utter wreck and panic, during which, the 
women nurses in particular, although in 
many cases wounded and bleeding from 
cuts, displayed conspicuous heroism. 

Every window in the big building, both 
front and rear, was blown in, and in some 
instances the window frames were stripped 
from the sides of the openings. Within a 
second after the shock the various wards 
were littered with pieces of wood and 
broken glass. The white-covered cots in 
which the sixty inmates were lying were 
strewn with débnris from without, and with 
that of shattered medicine glasses, bottles, 
and lotions that had been resting on little 
tables at the bedsides. 

Some of the patients in the hospital are 
permanently or temporarily blind, others 
cannot hear, but all could feel the mighty 
shock of the explosion, and following the 
concussion could be heard the piteous ap- — 
reals of, these helpless ones who called for 
assistance. The management of the ime — 





stitution would give no names of injured 


‘patients, but admitted that several were 
“geratched by broken glass. . For several 
minutes after the explosion, however, it 
Was thought that many must have been 
* killed. 

Miss Copper, a nurse, was going up the 
stairs leading from the first to the second 
floor, when suddenly the skylight far above 
her was shattered ‘to pieces, and she had 
just time to instinctively throw her hands 
above her head as a shield when the ava- 
lanche of broken glass was upon her. Had 
the explosion been less severe she would 
have been instantly killed, but the terrific 
Shock had broken the huge skylight into 
millions of small pieces, and these only 
made small jagged wounds in her face, 
neck, and arms. A piece of glass larger 
than the others cut a jagged hole in her 
back just below the neck. 

The nurse was thrown down, but arose 
immediately, and hearing the cries of the 
terrified patients in the wards, hastened 
to them with words of help and reassur- 
ance. A half hour later she had her 
wounds dressed. 

Miss Annie Neil, another nurse, was pass- 
ing into the contagious ward with a bowl 
of soup when a piece of wood welghing

In the 
basement along Forty-first Street and Park 
Avenue the café restaurant is an absolute 
wreck to windows, plastering, decora- 
tions, tableware, and equipment, as are the 
barroom, toilet rooms, and shop 
The billiard room along Fortieth Street is 
partly wrecked. 

On the first floor and at 
from Park Avenue the results 
plosion were equally disastrous. At the en- 
trance the stairs are choked with the 
wreck of the doors and windows and 
chandeliers, with part of the stone balus- 
trade on the balcony outside mixed with 
them and the marble trimmings around 
the doorway inside. The decorated ceiling 
of the lobby came down in huge slabs. 

North of the lobby on this floor the gen- 
tlemen’s reading room came out of the 
disaster with little better than bare, un- 
plastéred walls.

The glass in the window of the café on the 
Forty-second Street side of the building, 
and hundteds of feet away fr the explo- 
sion, Was broken, and in the café kitchen 
in the extreme rear of the building the 
skylight was shattered and, 
shower upon the cooks, cut several men 
and filled the eatibles with ground glass. 


A man whose name could not ‘be learned | 


was standing at the desk talking to the 


clerk when the glass door blew in and a 


piece of glass neatly split his trouser leg 
from hip to knee, but barely grazed the 
flesh. 

Richard Bennett, a contractor of Pulaski, 
N. Y., was standing in the doorway of the 
hotel, facing the scene of the explosion 
when it occurred. 
behind him was sthashed, but he was not 
injured. Bennett said later in speaking of 
the explosion: 

‘IT have had a good many years’ experi- 
ence with explosives in my business, and 
particularly with dynamite. Judging from 


the shock of that of to-day I should say | 


that there was not less thah 1,500 pounds 
of dynamite used.” 


Proprietor Ford of the Grand Union sald | 


in the evening that there had been little 
time for footing up tosses to his building, 
but that the damage done would certainly 
not foot up less than $50,000, and possibly 
two or three times that amount. Nearly 
all of the employes and many guests at the 
hotel last night were going about in over- 
coats and heavy wraps to avoid the 
draughts that swept through the partly dis- 
mantied hyuse. 


PANIC IN GRAND CENTRAL, 


Explosion’s Ferce Shatters Station 
Doors and Windows—Like a Ruined 
Castle Now — Passengers’ 


Great Peril. 


The Grand Central Station, on Forty-sec- 
ond Street, facing Park Avenue, presented 
a strange sight after the explosion, resem- 
bling in many respects a dismantled castle, 
all of the windows in the five stories and 
towers facing the scene of the explosion 
faving been reduced to so many gaping 
holes. Following the explosion this great 
building and the sidewalks immediately in

front of it had been the theatre of some of 

the most thrilling scenes attending the 

catastrophe. 

At the hour when the explosion occurred 
the big union waiting room, which runs 
almost the entire Forty-second Street width 
of the building, was thronged with hun- 
dreds of travelers, and the ticket sellers 
in the long line of offices whose windows 
epen on Forty-second Street were busily 
employed, when it seemed to those inside, 
as related afterward, that every window 
had been suddenly blown inward by some 
terrific gust of wind, and every door lead- 
ing to the street was flung open with a 
bang that practically tore them from their 
hinges. An instant later came the deafen- 
ing explosion, and through the doors from 
outside were hurled hats, umbrellas, men, 
women, and children in a confused mass, 

Not only were the windows opening onto 
the street smashed to atoms, but the glass 
partitions inside which separate the ticket 

offices from the waiting room proper, and 
also the glass in the doors leading 
| from the waiting room to the train 
| platforms, and broken glass was showered 
| over the haif-stunned throngs in the room. 
But one pane of gless in the great arched 
| roof over the tracks and trains was broken, 
however. The force of the explosion was 
| lost in the freer air here. Had this great 
dome been shattered the glass would have 
fallen on the crowds of people who were 
| entering and departing. 

The clerks in the various ticket offices 
who were directly in the pathway of the 
| blast were knocked up against their desks 
| or to the floor under showers of glass, and 
|} a half dozen were injured on this floor. 
For a time they were penned in their of- 
fices. The most seriously injured of these 
were Samuel C. Wilson, Patrick J. Farreil, 
| Charles H. Rowe, Charles Saddleton, George 
Chapin, and C. A. Riley. Farrell was dan- 
gerously hurt. 

The throng in the waiting room imme- 
diately became panic-stricken after the 
shock and the thunder of the explosion, 
}; and when they heard the crash of falling 
| glass on the floors above them and in the 
street outside they surged toward the train 
platforms, sweeping aside the ticket takers 
who stood at every gate, and swept out, an 
irresistible human stream, over the plat- 
forms between the trains. 

Meantime the floors above the towers 
had been partiy wrecked. The force of the 
explosion did many freakish things, and 
there were many remarkable escapes, Some 
of the more delicate cornice work about 
the towers of the station was uninjured, 
| while the big clocks set in the towers were 
literally torn to fragments and their com 
ponent parts, broken to bits, were scattered 
among the busy crowds below without in- 
juring a single person. 

Flocks of pigeons which make the cor- 
nice of the building their roosting place 
were caught in the explosion, and many of 
the birds were killed by being biown 
against the stone work 

The offices of the building facing Forty- 
second Street are occupied for the most 
part by the lesser officials of the New York 
Central and the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroads, and business in 
these offices was practically closed for the 
day. One conspicuous exception was in 
| the office of Chief Train Dispatcher Wil- 
son of the New Haven line, where the 
chief and his four assistants were direct- 
ing the trains and had several hundred o 
look out for when the explosion occurred. 
The men were badly cut with showers of 
glass, but did not leave their chairs. 

One man, Foster, who was engaged with 
a single track strip up in Connecticut did 
not even get up to look at the ruins after 
the smoke had cleared away. A. T. Tur- 
ner, a record clerk in the office of Supeérin- 
tendent Shepard, was thrown from _ his 
| chair and had his hands badly lacerated. 
Cashier Edgar Freeman was in his office 
}; counting up the daily receipts and had in 

front of him something like $150,000 in bills 
| and coin, when the shock came. With 
rare presence of mind he gathered up the 
money in a great armful and running to the 
safe threw it in and closed the door. 

The offices of the New York Central being 
to the west of the New Haven offices did 
; not suffer as much as the latter, but there 
were wreck and havoc there as well. The 
Directors’ room is on the second floor at the 
corner, and the big windows were smashed 
to pieces. Pictures were torn down and 
strewn about the floor, but no one was 
in the room at the time. William Haines, 
sitting in the ante room of the big meeting 
| room, had a window blown in upon him, 

and was badly cut about the face and neck. 

Searcely had the echo of the explosion 
died away when President Newman, Will- 
iam K. Vanderbilt, D. W. Pardee, and 
Henry Du Val rushed to the balcony of the 
Directors’ room and gazed down on the 
scene of excitement and terror beneath 
them. Women were screaming and fainting 
as they were knocked down and men 
shouted. Glass aggregating tons in weight 
had beén showered in small pieces on the 
crowds in the streets, and signs had fallen 
from their places over store doors. But 
during all this time the trains were arriv- 
ing and departing at the big station on 
schedule to the minute. The Superintend- 
ent of the Building, Mr. Francisco, would 

| place no estimate on the damage done. 





DAMAGE WIDELY SCATTERED. 


Windows Smashed for Radius of Half 
a Mile—Park Avenue Houses 
Wrecked—Panic in Man- 


hattan Hotel. 


One of the most remarkable things about 
the explosion was the way the damage done 
was apportioned over the neighborhood. 
Buildings within less than a block of the 

| explosives were in some instances less in- 
jured than those a great deal further dis- 
tant. It was to be expected that the build- 
ings on Park Avenue on the block directly 
affected would be injured, but the havoc 
wrought to window glass extended for half 
a mile in every direction. 

The Manhattan Hotel at Madison Avenue 
and Forty-second Street is two and a half 
blocks distant from the explosion, and yei 
the scenes there were thrilling. About 
twenty valuable windows in the big struct- 
ure were broken, and the ceilings in sev- 
eral expensively fitted rooms were dam- 
aged. Guests who were in their rooms ran 
panic stricken into the corridors. The 
great building shook as if from an earth- 
quake, and the elevators were unable to 
| accommodate those who struggled to get 
into the street, believing that the explosion 
rad happened in the hotel. The otticials 
and lesser employes of the house were 
sent in every direction assuring all that 
there was no danger, but it Was several 
hours before quiet was restored. 

Along Forty-second Street, from Fifth 
Avenue to Third Avenue, windows were 
broken literally by thousands, and later 
spectators marveled that when all the tons 
of débris fell to the streets there were not 
hundreds of people killed. This was partiy 
accounted for by the fact that in most of 
| the buildings the effect of the explosion 

was to drive the glass inward, but even 

then a great deal of débris necessarily fell 

| outward into the street. Furthermore, in 
several cases the explosion sent the glass 
outward instead of inward. 

This was particularly the case with the 
drug store of James A. Hetherington & 
Co. at Forty-second Street and Vanderbilt 
Avenue. At the very moment of the ex- 
plosion a woman opened the front door of 
the establishment. She was precipitated 
several feet into the store and instantly 
every window flew outward in a thousand 
nieces, as if the entire establishment had 
Curet from the accumulation of some pow-

erful gas. The woman cashier in the store 
was lifted bodily from the high stool on 
which she was perched and thrown several 
feet to the floor, but was not seriously in- 
jured, Within a few moments after the 
catastrophe this store was_ thronged by 
sufferers with more or less slight cuts and 
bruises, and the clerks treated fully half 
a hundred and sent them to their homes. 

There was hardly a whole window in 
Park Avenue from Thirty-sixth to Forty- 
third Street, and many windows were 
broken and ceilings cracked in houses on 
Madison Avenue from Thirty-ninth to 
Forty-second Street. 

A seamstress employed in the home of 
Mrs. Bliss at No. 73 was knocked down by 
falling window glass, but escaped with a 
few scratches. 

The two houses of Dr. G. G. Wheelock, at 
Nos. 75 and 77, were badly damaged. The 
front steps were smashed, the doors torn 
loose from their hinges, eve window

At No. 85, occupied by Robert W. Stew- 
art, windows were broken, ceilings were 
thrown down, and doors were forced from 
their hinges.. Valuable statuary was_in- 
jured. rs. Stewart and three children 
were in the house. They ran to the rear of 
the house in panic when the explosion cc- 
curred, and escaped harm, but a female 
servant was slightly cut with glass. 

No. 86 is occupied by Frederick B. Jen- 
nings. A few windows in this house were 
broken, but no one was injured. 

At No. 88, occupied by Gen. John G. Mc- 
Cullough of the Brie Railroad Company, 
windows, the front door, the skylight, and 
the dome light were injured. Mrs. McCul- 
lough, her son, and daughter were in the 
house, but no one was hurt. 

At No. 89, oecupied by Ramsey Turnbull, 
considerable glass was broken and ceilings 
were torn down. No one was injured, al- 
though there were two children and six 
servants in the house. 

No. 91 is occupied by Andrew H. Green. 
In this house the plate glass windows were 
smashed, the ceilings were thrown down, 
and doors were displaced. In the house 
were two nieces of Mr. Green and four do- 
mestics. Two of the domestics were slight- 
ly injured by glass. 

At No. 03, occupied by Jefferson s7089D. a 
-ar- 
sons of No. 99, the windows were broken, 
the ceilings were shaken down, and the 
doors were forced, but no one was injured. 

At No. 94, occupied by Thornton F. Turn- 
er, formerly an architect and now a theo- 
logical student, windows were broken, ceil- 
ings were torn down, and the house is a 
general wreck. Mrs. Turner was in the 
front room of the house with her son, Her- 
bert, two years old. She was slightly cut 
in the neck by fragments of glass, and the 
boy was slightly cut in the hand, 

No. 0 is occupied by William C. Sheldon 
of 4 Wall Street. The house is badly 
wrecked. Mr. Sheldon, who was sitting at 
his desk in the front room, was slightly cut 
on the head by flying glass. 

At No. 96, occupied by Dr. Henry H. 
Forbes, all the windows were broken, the 
ceilings and walls were shaken down, and 
the stained glass skylight was smashed. 
Dr. Forbes, with his wife and child, were at 
home, but neither they nor any of the five 
servants were injured. 

Nos. 97 and 9 is an elegant mansion, 
occupied by Charles Parsons, the Presi- 
dent of the Rome, Watertown and Ogdens- 
burg Railroad. All the six members of the 
family were away, but two of the seven 
servants were slightly injured by flying 
glass. The house {fs practicaly wrecked, 
and all the windows are broken, the doors 
Misplaced, and much valuable bric-a-brac 
injured. 

At 101, Wells & Gerard's apartment 
house, every window was blown in, but lit- 
tle other damage resulted. 

At 132 East Thirty-ninth Street, the home 
of Mr. Berwin, the falling plaster ruined 
a number of valuable paintings and pieces 
of statuary. The same thing was reported 
at the home of C. H. Coster at 37 East 
Thirty-seventh Street. 


POWDERMAN TELLS A STORY. 


Dynamite to the Amount of 585 
Pounds in the Section House, 


He Declares. 

Moses Epps, twenty-seven years old, of 
7 West One Hundred and Fifty-sixth 
Street, who is at Flower Hospital suffer- 
ing from contusions and shock, and who 
was the powderman in charge of the 
shanty where the explosion occurred, made 
the following statement, which establishes 
the cause of the explosion, last night, while 
lying on his cot in the hospital, where he 
is a prisoner: 

“Iam the powderman employed by the 
contractors at the tunnel at Forty-first 


Street and Park Avenue. My duties were 
to look after the distribution of powder 
and dynamite which was in the shanty on 
the street level at that place. 

“This noon I left the shanty and re- 
turned in a few minutes to find a candle. 
which I had left lighted on a shelf, iying 
on the floor of the shanty and some paper 
which was about it was on fire. I rushed 
from the shanty and got a pail of water. I 
knew that if the fire got’ to thirteen boxes 
of dynamite cartridges, each box containing 
from sixty to seventy-five cartridges, there 
would be something doing. 

“I threw the pail of water over the fire, 
but the flames had spread so rapidly that 

Saw another pail was necessary.” I re- 
turned with the second pail of water, and 
saw the flames creeping toward the boxes. 
I realized there was no use of my throwing 
the second pail of water over the flames, 
so I dropped it and ran. I got about forty 
feet from the shanty, when I heard an 
awful noise, and knew an explosion had 
occurred. At the same time I felt myself 
being carried off my feet, and the next 
thing I knew was that I was in a Flower 
Hospital ambulance wth doctors leaning 
over me on my way to the hospital.”’ 

Epps’s statement fixes the amount of the 
dynamite in the powder house at 585 
pounds, counting three-fourths of a pound 
of dynamite in each cartridge. 


MAJOR SHALER BEWILDERED. 


The Contractor’s Couusel, Judge How- 
land, Says He Is Not Responsible 


for the Disaster. 


**Mr. Shaler is too bewildered, in fact, he 
is on the verge of collapse, and is in no con- 
dition to make a statement to-night,"”’ said 
ex-Judge Henry E. Howland, who had 
been retained as counsel by Major Shaler, 
last evening. 

Mr. Shaler was in consultation with a 
number of friends at the Brevoort House 
during the early hours of the evening, and 


with one of them went to the residence of 
Judge Howland, at 14 West Ninth Street, 
about 9:30 o'clock. 

A little later on Judge Howland was seen 
and informed that it was understood that 
he had been retained by Mr. Shaler as his 
counsel in the cases that would probably 
result from the accident of yesterday. 

“Yes, I have been retained by Mr. 
Shaler,” replied Judge Howland, “and he 
is right here with me now.” 

“Will Mr. Shaler give out a statement 
to-night?’’ the Judge was asked. 

‘No, he is in no condition after his ex- 
pfrience of this afternoon to do so, and 
I have instructed him not to taik to news- 
paper men to-night. It would be wuseless 
therefore for you to see him, for he will 
not have a thing to say. Not that we have 
anything to hide, but because we have not 
had a chance 4s yet to consider just where 
we are.” 

‘Mr. Shaler is not responsible for that 
accident, though, just as the District At- 
torney said this afternoon, when Coroner 
Goldenkranzg ordered his arrest."’ 

“Upon what grounds did District Attor- 
nev Seroine absolve Major Shaler from re- 
sponsibility, as charged in the 
Judge Howland was asked. 

“Because he is not,”’ was the answer, 
“and the afternoon papers in their 
counts of the accident had the cause of it 
all wrong. The accident was not due to 
detohation, but to fire. 
ligence about the matter; it 
through a fire that was unavoidable.” 

‘Why was it unavoidable?” 

‘“‘T] would rather not go into those par- 
ticulars just now. I must first study the 
case. I am just about to talk it over with 
Major Shaler." 

‘Were not there more explosives in that 
hut than the law allows?” 

“T do not now know. I am not very fa- 
miliar with the law in regard to explo- 
sives.”’ : 

“Who is responsible for the damages and 
claims that may result on account of the 
explosion, Major Shaler, Contractor McDon- 
ald, or the city?” 

“That's a complicated question, and it 
will require a lot of looking up; there are 
many questions involved.” 

Judge Howland would say nothing fur- 
ther last night, and said that Major Shaler 
would not, either.

PERSONAL EXPERIENCES. 


The cool bravery of a motorman yester- 
day afternoon on a Madison Avenue car 
undoubtedly saved the lives of mary peo- 
ple who were on his car. Charles Gaines 
was the motorman, and his car, No. 1,956, 
Was just entering the tunnel south bound 
when the explosion occurred, Although 
badly bruised and suffering from a dislo- 


cated shoulder he managed to grab the re- 
versing lever and started the car back- 
ward just in time to escape having it 
crushed by the falling of a huge derrick 
and a large mass of earth and rock. There 
were about thirty passengers, mostly wo- 
men, in the car, and as the windows and

Marcel Journet, a baritone in the Grau 
Opera Company, occupied a room on the 
fourth floor of the Murray Hill Hotel.

He returned about 2 
o'clock and found his room a complete 
wreck. It was filled with many valuable 
curios and bric-a-brac, which were de- 
stroyed. Among his personal effects which 
he prized highly and which he could not 
find was a pair of cuff links given to him 
by Queen Victoria and a watch presented 
to him by Emperor William.

Justice McMahon of the Court of General 
Sessions and his sisters, Misses Mary and 
Ella, occupied a suite of rooms on 
Forty-first Street side of the Murray Hill 
Hotel. Miss Mary waS standing at the win- 
dow setting her watch with that of the 
Grand Central Station, when the explosion 
came. She reeled and fell backward. Her 
sister quickly revived her with water, and 
the sisters hurried down stairs and 
the hotel. They were later joined by Jus- 
tice McMahon, and took apartments at the 
Waldorf-Astoria.

Miss Mary McMahon, in speaking later 
of her experiences, said: “T first heard 
a light explosion, and before I could realize 


it the exp/osion that wrecked the building 
The next thing I remember I 
was hurrving down stairs picking my way 
through the crowd. I thought the whole

Miss Delahunt, one of the guests at the 
Murray Hill, said she was standing in front 
of the newspaper counter when the explo- 
sion occurred. ‘ The window at my back,” 
said Miss Delahunt afterward, ‘‘ was blown 
in. I thought some one was throwing rocks 
through the window, and I dodged. The 
glass flew all around me, but 1 escaped in- 
jury.”

Miss Dalrymple, who has charge of the 
periodical stand in the Murray Hill Hotel, 
said after the explosion: *‘I was standing 
in the lobby of the hotel when the shock 
came. Behind me was a window, and it fell 


with such a crash that I dropped to my 
knees. Just then some globes from the 
chandelier overhead dropped in front of me. 
I ran first in one direction and then an- 
other, becoming more confused as I saw the 
guests running in different directions and 
many of them bleeding. I finally got back 
to my counter and found that all the pa- 
pers and books had been swept to the floor. 
I finally got out of the hotel and found 
that 1 was not hurt. | . 


Thomas O’Brien, head clerk of the ho- 
tel, was attending to his duties behind the 
desk when the explosion occurred. He 
said: ‘‘I have never seen and hope never 
to see again the sight that met my eyes, 


The three big plate glass windows, facing 
the avenue, came sweeping by me in pieces 
like a hurricane. Pieces of glass were 
swept on the counter, and in every crevice 
in the room. When I found that eight 
barrels of glass had been swept up I real- 
ized the extent of the damage. Guests ran 
to the desk and demanded thefr goods. I 
tried to quiet them as best I could, but all 
was such excitement that this was out of 
the question. It was fully thirty minutes 
before any one seemed to realize what had 
happened.”

One of the victims of the accident who 
was in the Murray Hill at the time and 
escaped with slight injuries, was Edward 
J. Sparenberg of 702 Hudson Street, Ho- 


boken, a retired pawnbroker, formerly in 
business in New York. Mr. Sparenberg 
was going to Hot Springs, Ark., and was 
in the café of the hotel with some friends 
who were in the act of drinking his health 
and wishing him a pleasant trip when the 
explosion occurred. Mr. Sparenberg’s glass, 
which he was raising to his lips, flew out 
of his hand and he was thrown with great 
force against a glass door while frag- 
ments of mirrors and glassware flew over 
him in a shower. ‘“ When the explosion 
came,” he said before he entered the train, 
‘IT had hardly time to realize what had 
happened before I found myself cut. all 
over. I heard a muffled roar and all at 
once the place appeared to be as hot as 
an oven and the floor and ceiling seemed 
to be meeting. Then I was dashed to the 
floor, and it appeared to me as if all the 
glass in the café came crashing on me. 
My first feeling was one of thankfulness 
when I found that I yas not killed.”

One of the employes in the engineering 
department of the New York Central, who 
was about to go to lunch, had just risen 


from his chair near a Forty-second Street 
window when the explosion occurred. The 
shock sent a twenty-five-pound electric fan, 
which had stood on a shelf over the desk, 
crashing into the vacant chair, The thought 
of what might have happened to him took 
his appetite away and he saved his money.

The only window on 

Street side of the Grand Central Station 
which was not smashed in was in the 
office of the assistant to Chief Engineer 
Wilgus.

A Third Avenue elevated train was just 
pulling up to the Grand Central Station on 
the Forty-second Street branch when the 


explosion occurred. The engine of the train 
was almost lifted from the tracks by the 
violence of the concussion, and at the same 
instant an iron bolt about ten inches long 
and nearly an inch in diameter came 
hurtling through the air from the direction 
of the explosion and smashed through the 
cab window, barely missing the head of 
the engineer and embedded itself in the 
woodwork on the opposite side of the cab 
beside the fireman. All the p&ssengers of 
the train were badly, frightened. 


Cabman James Carroll, who was sitting 
on his hansom near the entrance to the 
Metropolitan tunnel, was shot ten or fif- 
teen feet into the air by the force of the 
explosion. Daniel Merrick, another cab- 
man, who was near-by, was thrown off 
his cab and landed on his shoulder, injur- 
ing it severely. He regained his feet at 
the same moment that Carroll landed on 
the pavement, and, picking him Up: he 
put him in his hansom and drove to Belle- 
vue, where both are at present.

GLEK FIGHTIN COUR 


Dispute Over Explosion ‘Arrests 
Ends in Fierce Melee. 


Police and Détectives Struggle and 
Swear—District Attorney Accused 
Coroner of Violating Law and 
is Defied. 


There was a wild scéne in the Coroners’ 
Court yesterday afternoon, when the war 
between the District Attorney and the Cor- 
oners reached open hostilities, where hard 
blows were struck and around the witness 
box men fought, swore, and yelled in a 
confused mass, and every one seemed to 
have forgotten that he was in a court 


| room. 


Many | 
| the Board of Coroners Goldenkranz 


District Attorney Jerome and President of 
in- 


| dulged in an angry contest over the holding 


of prisoners arrested in connection with the 
subway explosion. Mr. Goldenkranz left 
the bench shouting that the court was ad- 
journed. He was hurrying from the room, 
notwithstandipg the fact that the District 
Attorney had warned him that he protested 
and would ask for his indictment, when 
Coroners’ Clerk John Murray loudly of- 
dered the policeman to take the prisoners 
away. The District Attorney was still in- 
sisting that court must not be adjourned. 
He turned toward Murray and asked him 
who he was, and what right he had to in- 
terfere. Murray shouted an oath at the 
District Attorney and told him that it was 
none of his business. 

Mr. Jerome made a flying leap over the 
stenographer’s table and the gate to the 
witness chair. There was a scuffle behind 
the witness box, and officers of the Cor- 
oners’ office and others joirfed in. Court 
Detectives Hammond, Wooley, and Rear- 
don followed their leader, hurdling over 
the desk and gate. Policeman Spencer was 
knocked down by a blow on the head. The 
District Attorney jammed Murray against 
the wall, and Murray hit him on the left 
side of the jaw. Some say that Mr. Jerome 
struck the first blow. This he denies. 
Reardon reached over Mr. Jerome's shoul- 
der and struck Murray in the face. County 
Detective Hammond struck him again. 

There was a minute of hard work at close 
quarters, and the District Attorney and his 
assistants pushed their way through the 
mélée, Edward J. Reardon hauling Murray 
out by the collar. There was, an effort 
made to pull him away from his captors. A 
broad-shouldered fellow was sent spinfiing 
back among the chairs by a well-directed 
blow delivered by Mr. Reardon. Hammond 
and Wooley jumped for the man, but he got 
out of the way ahd made his escape, elbow- 
ing his way through the crowd. Out into 
the entrance the fighting crowd tumbled, 
and the court policemen then managed to 
separate them. The District Attorney 
walked away. 

During the fight Coroner Sholer hurried 
to Recorder Goff and asked for the arrest 
of the District Attorney. This was refused, 
and he hurried back to the scene of con- 
flict. 

Coroner Goldenkranz ordered the arrest 


of Hammond and Reardon. They 
their badges and orderéd his arrést. 
pone fe 
and they hung on urray. ’ 
mass they reached the Sergt. - 
gu in charge of Criminal Courts 
uilding po uad. Everybody charged 
everybody else h assault, and it looked 
as if the fighting was tu be renewed. 

At this point the District Attorney reap- 
peared. He suggested that the detectives 
withdraw their complaints, and Golden- 
kranz advised Murray to do the same thing. 
Looking none the Worse for the battle, the 
combatants then left the building. 


VERSION OF BOTH SIDES. 


The District Attorney said of the fight 
that when he grabbed him he was trying 
to arrest Murray. 

“He was ordering the officers about,” 
said the District Attorney, ‘‘and I asked 
him who he was. Then he told me that it 
was none of my — business, and commit- 
ted an act inciting a breach of the péace. 
The fracas followed.” 

Murray said that he was going to apply 
for a warrant to-day for the arrest of the 


District Attorney for assault. He says that 
Mr. Jerome sprang on him without war- 
rant and struck him, and that he struck 
back in self-defense. 

“IT have the distinguished honor,’ said 
Murray, ‘‘of having poked the District 
Attorney. He is a largeft man than I 
and his assault was unwarranted. He 
thinks he’s Roosevelt, but he ain’t. I was 
just as much an officer of the court as 
Jerome, and was acting properly as clerk 
in telling the policemen to take away the 
prisoners, the court being adjourned.” 

The trouble between the District Attorney 
and the Coroners began Saturday in con- 
nection with the murder of Mary Van 
Hecht. Deputy Assistant District Attor- 
ney Lord, on being notified by the police, 
hurried to the scene of the murder and 
had the evidence ready im the evening. It 
was presented to the Grand Jury yester- 
day morning, and Frank Van Hecht was 
indicted. There was the chance that he 
might be tried and perhaps sentenced be- 
fore there could be an inquest, Word came 
of the subway explosion and the Coroners 
were determined not to be beaten. 

Mr, Jerome with three assistants-hurried 
to the scene of the explosion, and after a 
personal examination ordered that the 
three prisoners and the witnesses should 
appear before him at 4 o’clock. The pris- 
oners had been arrested at the order of 
the Coroner. Mr. Jerome’s examination 
had just begun in the afternoon when Po- 
liceman O'Rourke, attached to the Coro- 
ners’ office, appeared and demanded that 
the prisonets—Mon McGrath, Joseph Brack- 
en, and Ira A. Shaler—be sent to the Coro- 
ners’ court. Accompanied by the District 
Attorney and his assistants—Rand, Iselin, 
and Lord—the ig appeared before 
the Coroner, who had ready for the oc+ 
ecasion a jury of nine men. Trouble be- 
gan at once. 

Coroner Goldenkranz told the jury that 
it was for them to determine Whether the 
prisoners could be held during the inquest. 
He then read the statement of Patrolman 
James R. Buckridge, who swore that he 
had arrested the men held and that J. 
Roderick Robertson and others had been 
killed. The Coroner then told the jury to 
adjourn for their decision. Instantly the 
District Attorney was on his feet. 

“Do you intend that these men afe to 
find a verdict on that stuff that you have 
read to them?” he asked. “ Are you going 
to lock up these men on that?” 

The Coroner read from the Code of Crim- 
inal Procedure, Section 773, outlining the 
duties of the Coroner. He laid particular 
stress on the words to the effect that the 
Coroner had the power to commit persons 
to await the result of the inquisition. 

Mr. Jérome announced that there was no 
sworn information, and said sternly: 

“Tf this is the method of legal procedure 
in this county, I cannot condescend to ap- 
year in the Coroner’s Court. Now, r. 

oroner, let us understand this matter. Do 
not let us have an absurd farce like this— 
to bring a jury. here and not one scintilla 
of evidence. he information is not even 
certified to, your Honor; it is nothing but 
a paper to begin with; It is not even certi- 
fied; no evidence is sworn to there. That 
paper simply states that there was an ac- 
cident—it does not even state whether any 
one was killed; it does not state that any 
one was injured; it does not state a single 
fact showing that a crime was committed 
in this county, or State, or any place in 
God’s world. 

*“T tell you, Sir, as District Attorney o 
this county, that there is no such law an 
no such inference permitted where peo- 
ple’s liberties are at stake. oO as far as 
anybody in Wanting people held as to 
whom there may be a suspicion of crime. 
The police of this county had some busi- 
ness, it may be, to arrest these men on 
suspicion o nl and paving arrested 
these men, the ad a right to arraign 
them before a city magistrate.

CORONER’S ANGER AROUSED. 


The Ccroner, flushed and angry, told the 
District Attorney that. he was present only 
by courtesy, and then started to charge 
the jury. Mr, Jerome interrupted, saying: 

“I will not allow the law of the county 
to be monkeyed With. If your Honer makes 
a farce and travesty’ of justice, as you are 
doing, I will lay this matter before the 
Grand Jury.’ . 


Mr. Goldenkranz retorted that the District 
Attorney was not taking the proper pro- 
cedure. He then called for Dr. Edward T. 
Higgins of his staff. Dr. Higgins swore 
that he had seen the body of J. R. Robert- 
son, who had died of a compound fracture 


of the skull because of the explosion, as he 
had been informed, 

The Districs Attorney said that this was 
all hearsay evidence. The Coroner then 
een to charge the jury. Mr. Jerome cried 
out: 

“It is not the function of the jury to pro- 
vide means for you to hold these men, 
God, Sir, it is a condition of affairs that 
never prevailed even under Coroner Hee+ 
ber’s reign!” 

The jury was out for a few minutes, and 
returned, recommending the discharge 0 
the prisoners, ‘‘ there being no direct ¢vi- 
dence against them.’’ The Coroner thete- 
upon announced that he would hold the 
men Without bail, but immediately changed 
his mind and fixed bail at $10,000 each. 
The District Attorney, rising, said: 

“I notify yoy, Mr. Coroner, as District 
Attorney of tis county, that you are 
guilty of oppression and that you aré 
guilty of violating several sections of the 

esnal Code if you hold these men with- 
out any evidence at all as a Magistrate, 
and that your functions as a Magistrate do 
not arise until the inquisition is laid be- 
fore you, signed—written and signed. 
have to test the validity of these proceed- 


ings. 

The Coroner said he would accept the 
challenge. After further wrangling Coroner 
Goldenkranz: announced the court closed 
and said that the jury must be present to- 
day. He ordered the room cleared, and the 
fight followed. 

f the three men held by Coroner Golden- 
kranz, Foreman Bracken and Engineer 
Schaler were admitted to bail in $10,000 
each, their bonds being furnished by Robert 
A. C. Smith of 12 West Seventy-second 
Street. he putting up as securitiy the house 
at 162 West Seventy-second Street. Me- 
Grath, the other man held by the Coroner; 
was unable to furnish bail, and he was 
committed to the Tombs. 

McGrath tried to make it understood in 
the court that he was not employed by the 
tunnel contractors, and that he had been at 
work in a cellar a block from the explo- 
sion. He was thrown to the ground and 
came to consciousness when he found thé 
doctors cutting open his clothes to locate 
his injuries. He escaped from the physicians 
and boarded a car, when the policemen ar- 
rested him. His clothing was so cut, he 
said, that it was not wonderful they 
thought he had been in the explosion. Me- 
Grath did not get the chance to tell his 
story during the quarrel between the Cor- 
oner and the District Attorney. Then the 
fight came, and he was placed in the Tombs, 
a prisoner with no other guilt, he asserted, 
than that he had been knocked down by 
the concussion. 


STORAGE OF DYNAMITE. 


The City’s Inspector Places the 
Amount in the Section Powder 


House as Very Low. 
Se anaes nets 


’ BE. Morr the fiead 
Sir at tibles, and whise duty 
it is to inspect the storage of powder along 
the subway from Tenth Street to Fifty- 
ninth Stréet, began an investigation short- 
ly after the accident. He went to the of- 
fice of Major Shaler and subjected the 
eontractor’s clerk to an examination. This 
clerk has charge of the vouchers, account- 
ing for the amount of dynamite brought 
each day to the section between Thirty- 
fourth Street and Forty-second Street. 

The clerk told Inspector Smith that there 
were but thirty sticks of the explosive, 
three-quarters of a pound to the stiek, 
stored in the house where the explosion 6c- 
curred. 

“When was that?” asked Mr. Smith, 

“That was this morning.” 

“ Warly?” asked the Inspector. 

“ Yes," replied the clerk. 

“Well, wasn't there mofe dynamite 
brought later in the day? Another box?” 

The clerk thought there was. 

The Inspector said that the law allowed 
but fifty poufds of dynamite to be stored 
in ahy one place. He thought that the 
law had not been violated after he had 
made his investigation. He said he thought 
there were but forty-six pounds in the stor- 
age house at the time of the explosion. 

“ When did you last inspect this section?” 
the Inspector was asked. 

“JT think it was Saturday.

“Yes. If I remember rightly, there wéte 
but thirty pounds stored there on Satur- 
day_ morning.”

In some sections of the 
subway the contractors are allowed to 
store more explosives than on other parts. ~

ings. Near hotels, schoolhouses, or any 
building which harbors a large number of 
people, the contractors are permitted to 
store but fifty —— within ") feet af 
other buildings they may store 100 pounds, 
but no higher.”

Fire: Commissioner’s Explanation of

Fire Commissioner Thomas Sturgis issued 
this typewritten statement last night: 

‘Fire Commissioner Sturgis said that a 
hand magazine on the west side of Park 
Avenue used for the storage of dynamite 
by Ira A. Shaler in this portion of the 
rapid transit subway of which he is. sub- 
contractor was struck by a pieee of rock 
which fell from a bucket load of muck that 
was being hoisted from the tunnel.

“Tra A. Shaler, Joseph Bracken, one of 
the blasters, and one McGrath, foreman of

‘**George McDonald and Moses pps, col- 
ored, in charge of the magazine, were in- 
jured and taken to a hospital. 

‘Hamilton Jones had just ieft the 
magazine and had gone about fifty feet 
from the place into the tunnel to fire ane 
blast, when the explosion occurred, e 
blast in the tunnel was not fired.

ELECTRICITY IN TUNNEL

Bill at Albany to Change Rail- 
road’s Motive Power. 


State Commission Also Frames Rules— 
New York Central May Ask for 
Eleventh Avenue Elevated 
Franchise 


Special to The New York Tomes. 


ALBANY, Jan. 27.—Chairman Brackett 
of the Judiciary Committee of the Senate 
to-day introduced a bill empowering the 
State Board of Railroad Commissioners in 
its discretion to set a date when the New 
York Centra! Railroad Company shall sub- 
stitute electricity for steam in Park 
Avenue tunne!. A similar bill wi intro- 
duced in the Assembly by Chairman Rog- 
ers of the Judiciary Committee. 

The Railroad Commission to-day sent 
the New York Central Company its rec- 
ommendations for securing safety in the 
tunne) pending action by the Legisiature 

In the event that the bl!l compelling the 
Central to substitute electricity for steam 
passes, it is understood here good 
thority that the Central will present to the 
Legislature a bill giving it the right to con- 
struct an elevated. road down Eleventh 
Avenue from a point below the Harlem 
River to Canal Street. If the Central can 
secure this concession, it will, it is said, 
abandon its Forty-second Street Station 
and purchase property for a new station 
either at Canal Street, Fourteenth Street, 
or Twenty-third Street and Hudson River. 

It is said that the cost of this project 
would not be so greatly in excess of the 
cost of substituting electricity for steam 
that the Central would be glad of the 
opportunity to undertake it for the great 
advantages to be gained. 

The Central, it is said, in asking for the 
franchise to build a four-track elevated 
road on Eleventh Avenue, will make the 
claim that electricity will not give the de- 
sired safety in the tunnel, and that, there- 
fore, the authorities ought to make it a 
concession which will enable it to do away 
with the tunnel dangers effectively. 

The rules and regulations recommended 
by the board are as follows: 

“The Board of Railroad Commissioners 
hereby recommends and directs, as imme- 
diate and preliminary means for the less- 
ening of dangerous conditions and the se- 
curing of safe operation in the New York 
and Harlem Railroad tunnel in New 
City the following: 

“1. That no train be allowed to run at : 


greater speed than eighteen miles an hour 
in the Fourth Avenue tunnel under exist- 
ing conditions of terminal facilities. 

“2. That no cars, carrying passengers, in

This inquiry was re- 
ferred to a sub-committee consisting of 
Senators Foster, Turner, Kittredge, 
Pritchard and Morgan, Mr. Foster being 
appointed Chairman. All legal questions 
relating to the title and concessions will be 
looked into by this committee. 
In determining on this line of investiga- 
tion the Canal Committee pronounced 
strong!y against Mr. Morgan's contention 
that the advocates of the Panama 
were simply seeking to delay the building 
of the canal.

It is intend- 
ed to question each member of the com- 
mission and obtain from him the reasons 
which led him to vote for the Panama 
route. An examination of this sort neces- 
sarily will involve a comparison of the Nic- 
aragua and Panama routes, so that really 
the committee is about to enter upon a 
careful study of the entire canal problem. 
Besides examining the members of the 
Canal Commission, it is planned to obtain 
the views of many other persons who have 
made a study of the canal question. It is 
impossible to say how long it will be before 
the committee wiil be ready to report to 
the Senate. 

It is stated to-day that the President has 
urged upon Republican Senators the im- 
portance of canal legislation at this session 
of Congress. It is said to be the opinion of 
the President that it would be bad policy 
for the majority in the Senate to postpone 
action on the canal question to another ses- 
sion of Congress. This view seems to ac- 
cord fully with the opinion of Republican

SECURITIES CASE IN 
THE SUPREME COURT 


Minnesota’s Attorneys Argue for 
Leave to File Bill. 


Opposing Counsel Maintain Court Has 


No Jurisdiction in Railway 


Merger Matter. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Douglass of Minnesota to-day made 
his argument in the United States Supreme 
Court for leave to file the bill of complaint 
of the State against the Northern Securi- 
ties Company in the matter of the merger 
of the Northern Pacific with other rail- 
roads. W. D. Guthrie replied for the 
Northern Securities Company, contending 
that the court had no jurisdiction in the 
matter. 

Mr. Douglass said the complaint was 
based upon Section 3, Article IIL, of the 
Constitution of the United States, which 


grants origina! jurisdiction to this court in } 


ail controversies between States and be- 


tween a State and a citizen of 
State; also upon Congressional enactment 
relating thereto—Section GS7 et seq., 
vised Statutes of the United States. 
tinuing he said: 

“The State of Minnesota owns upward of 
3,000, 000 of land within its 
which is near to, or in the territory, alone 
traversed by the railways in question, and 
the State is dependent almost entirely upon 
these for the development of this 
land and the furnishing of transportation 
facilities the same. The State 
granted many millions of acres of land to 
various companies as a consideration for 
building and maintaining parallel and com- 
peting lines of railway within the State, 
many of which railway lines are now 
owned or controlled by either the 
Northern Northern Pacific Railway 
Company. It therefore, submitted that 
the State of Minnesota is so far interested 
in its tndividua: vapacity in the 
matter of this action as to entitle 
maintain the same. 

* The State also claims the right to main- 
tain this action as parens patriae, or 
trustee or representative of all her citi- 
zens. A very large portion, if not all, of 
the citizens of Minnesota will be materially 
injured by the consolidation of and the 
removal of competition in freight and pas- 
senger rates between the lines of railway 
owned and operated by the two companies. 
We take it that this court will assume 
that the citizens of the State generally 
will suffer material injury by the removal 
of competition in freight and passenger 
rates within the State. 

“A part of the statute law of the State 
of Minnesota relating to railroad corpora- 
tions has been for nearly thirty years that 
no consolidation in any 
shall take place between parallel and com- 
peting lines of railway within the State; 
that is one of the conditions and considera- 
tions demanded by the State for the right 
to be a railroad corporation, and to exercise 
the powers and privileges of such 
the State is that free and open competi- 
tion in both freight and passenger 
shall exist between the lines of railway 
operated by such corporations, and the vio- 
lation of these statutes is a violation

“The State of Minnesota, in attempting 
to enforce its statutory right and remedy 
by means of this action, is not asking this 
court to enforce anything contrary to the 
declared public policy of New Jersey or of 
the National Government.

fication of competing lines of railways and } 


the removal of competition 
passenger rates. This policy is declared in 
the so-called ‘* anti-trust law" of the Unit- 
ed States, which hus been before this court 
on several occasions, 

“The stock of the Great Northern 
Northern Pacific Railroad Companies, the 
title to which ts placed in the Northern Se- 
curities Company, must be deemed to be 
held by the last-named company as though 
located in and subject to all the laws of 
the State of Minnesota, and every power 
sought to be exercised by it by virtue of 
such stockholding tnust be in harmony with 
and not in violation of the laws of the 
State of Minnesota. The Northern Secu- 
rities Company can exercise no power by 
reason of the stockholding nor any manage- 
ment or control over the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific Railway Companies 
which is in violation of or which tends to 
contravene the laws of the Siate of Minne- 
sota, 

“The enly. way in which the State can 
reach such an evasion of its laws and en- 
force its rights is to bring an action in 
this court against the instrument or means 
by which such consolidation is sought to 
be accomplished. If the State of Minnesota 
cannot avail itself of the original jurisdic- 
tion of this court to enforce its rights, it 
cannot go into the State of New Jersey and 
ask the courts of that State to enforce its 
rights, because the same reasons 
against the jurisdiction of this court could 
be urged with equal force before the courts 
of New Jersey. . 

“If the State of Minnesota cannot main- 
tain this action, we fail to see how it is 
possible for any State to enforce remedial 
statutes adopted for the protection of the 
interests of its citizens as well as to pro- 
tect its individual rights.’ 

Mr. Guthrie contended that the bill of 
complaint proposed to be filed does not pre- 
sent a controversy of a civil and judicial 
nature between a State and a citizen of 
another State adjudicable in this court, and 
that no State can call upon this court to 
enforce its penal or pollee laws in other 
States. Hence this court is without juris- 
diction. The bill asks the court, he said, 
to restrain by injunction a citizen of New 
Jersey from doing there acts which are en- 
tirely lawful according to her laws, and 
which are sanctioned by her statutory poli- 
cy, simply because those acts violate or 
evade or tend to circumvent the public or 
penal or police laws of Minnesota, the com- 
plainant State. 

There is, he continued, no suggestion that 
the acts complained of are not entirely 
lawful, in the State of New Jersey, or that 
it is not within the corporate powers of 
the defendant corporation as an investment 
company to acquire and hold the stocks 
of railway companies. The sole ground of 
complaint is the alleged violation in New 
Jersey of certain enactments contained in 
the statutes of Minnesota, Hence he con- 
tended that the injunction prayed for would 
be nothing more or less than an order 
compelling the Securities Company to obey 
in New Jersey the laws of Minnesota. . 

Ex-Attorney General Griggs followed, also 
sperking for the Securities Company. He 
ssid the fundamental error of the State of 
Minnesota in this preceeding is in making 
a claim to the assistance of this court In 
the exercise of its sovereignty. At best 
the command of the State could not be 
considered effective outside the State.

Appeal of Anthracite Miners Will Test | 


Efficacy of New Body. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 27.—A formal 
peal to the Peace Committee, recently 
appointed at New York under the auspices 
of the National Civic Federation for the

“GUDEN CHARGES — 
READ BY GOV. ODELL 


Evidence Referred to Attorney 
General Davies. 


The Governor Says the Case Is Unique 
—Lieut. Gov. Woodruff Gives 
Out a Statement. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan. 27.—Gov. Odell received 
to-day a transcript of the evidence in the 
case of Sheriff Charles Guden of Kings 
County, charged with entering into an 
agreement prior to the election to turn 
over to Col. Michael J. Dady all of the 
earnings of his office in excess of his sal- 
ary of $12,000. Gov. Odell said he had spent 
the whole afternoon in reading over the evi- 
dence. 

“It does not make very pleasant read- 
ing,”” said the Governor. “After going 
through it I referred it to Attorney Gen- 
eral Davies for an opinion. The case is 
unique in that the evidence upon which the 
removal of Sheriff Guden is sought is with 
regard to an alleged crime committed be- 
fore he was elected to office. So far as I 
know, there has never been a case similar 
to it brought before an Executive of the 
State. 

“The nearest approach to it was the case 
of-Senator Thornton. A number of years 
ago Senator Thornton was a candidate for 
County Judge of Sullivan County. On the 
stump he promised, if elected, to turn back 
a ‘portion of his salary into the County 
Treasury: He was elected, and was then 
charged with bribery of the voters in giv- 
ing the promise he had made to forfeit part 
of his salary. The case was brought before 
the Govertior and the charge was sustained, 
Senator Thornton was declared ineligible to 
hold the office of County Judge, and the 
Governor appointed a man named Busch to 
the place. Busch served out the term for 
which Thornton had been elected. At the 
expiration of Busch’s term, Thornton again 
ran, refrained from giving an unlawful 
promise, and was elected.” 

Gov. Odell was asked how soon 
pected to reach a decision in the Guden 
case. He replied that he expected to be 
ready,to dispose of the matter in a few 
days. Whether or not he would give any 
hearings depended, he said, upon the opin- 
ion which he received from the Attorney 
General. 

Lieut. Gov. Woodruff’s friends are much 
concerned over the present status of the 
Guden case. It is said that the investiga- 
tion has been started more to discredit his 
leadership than to punish Guden. The 
ldeutenant Governor returned from the 
north woods to-night and gave out the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“It is nothing to me of advantage or 
disadvantage whether Sheriff Guden made 
or did*not make such an agreement as he 
is alleged to have made, but it is of great 
consequence to the Republican Party that 
if any wrong has been committed it should 
be found out and righted. A charge does 
not constitute the commission of a crime, 
but if the Governor considers the charges 
of such a character as to require his atten- 
tion he will have my sympathy and sup- 
port in every effort he makes to get at the 
facts. The Governor has consulted me with 
regard to the matter and we are in perfect 
accord.”

Those vot- 
ing in favor of reporting the bill favorably 
were: Senators Brackett, Krum, Davis, 
Mills, Thornton, Ellsworth, and McKinney. 
Those who voted against a favorable re- 
port were: Senators Dowling, Elsberg, Mc- 
Carren, Slater, and Grady. 
Senator Ellsworth had a long conference 


with Gov. Odell about the bill this after- 
noon and it is said to-night that the bill 
fis to be made a party measure. 

Senators Elsberg and Slater, who voted 
against favorably reporting it, are Repub- 
licans, but doubt is expressed as to whether 
sthey will earry their fight against it on to 
| the floor of the Senate in view of the Gov- 
‘ernor’s determination to have it passed.

It will centralize all administration, which ex- 

erience and philosophy unite to declare should 

in a democracy as far as possible localized; 
it will deprive the State of the voluntary, 
spontaneous service of a considerable number 
of men and women of large experience and 
philanthropic character; it will tend to lessen 
ubdlic interest in the charitable work of the 
tate, which ought to be increased rather than 
lessened; and it will build up a service in the 
hospitals which will be liable to change with 
every change of political administration, 

In our opinion, there are no corresponding ad- 
-vantages to counterbalance these evils. The au- 
thority now possessed by the central body, the 
Lunacy Commission, is éntirely adequate to 
prevent local extravagance. 

For these and other reasons, the undersigned 
unite in protesting against the proposed change 
ip the present lunacy laws of the State. If any 
‘changes are required in the lunacy law, or in 
the composition of individual Boards of Man- 
agers, they should be made after careful in- 
vestigation and with much fuller knowledge of 
the facts than is now possessed by the Legis- 
Jature or the public.

TO ACQUIRE CANADA ATLANTIC. 


‘Ite Purchase by St. Lawrence and Adi- 
rondack All but Completed. 


_ OTTAWA, Jan. 27.—Despite all denials to 
.the contrary, the sale of the Canada At- 
lantic Railway to the New York Central 
and St. Lawrence and Adirondack Compa- 


nies is all but completed. Dr. Seward Webb, 
who arrived here to-day, confirmed this 
statement. “‘ You may state,’ said Dr. 
Webb, “ that negotiations for the sale of 
the road have been proceeding satisfacto- 
rily, and with the exception of a few minor 
details the deal is about consummated. 
expect to have the whole matter settled be- 
fore I leave here to-morrow. I may say 
that I have been down at Mr. Booth's office 
for the past hour and a half. My interview 
with him was very satisfactory.” 

Mr. Booth is the principal owner of the 
road. It is pretty generally known that Dr. 
Webb is acting for Vice President Meyer of 
the St. Lawrence and Adirondack Com- 
pany. The capital stock of the Canada At- 
antic consists of $2,000,000 of preferred 
stock; $5,200,000 of common stock, and 
$4,200,000 of first mortgage 5 per cent. 
bonds. making a total capitalization of $11,- 
400,000, The road is one of the best equipped 
in the country. The price which it is said 
Mr. Booth is asking for the system is $10,- 
000,000. This amount will give good value 
to the stockholders. The object of the pur- 
chase of the Canada Atlantic system will 
be to consolidate, under New York Central 
control, a railway connection between New 
York and Ottawa and between the great 
lakes to Quebec by way of the south shore 
of the St. Lawrence. 


REPORTED RAILROAD DEAL.

PEORIA, IL, Jan. 27.—A prominent Illi- 
nois Central official said to-day that ne- 
gotiations are in progress which, if carried 
through, will give the Central a through 
line from New Orleans to Minneapolis.

GET-TOGETHER CLUB DINNER. 


The members of the Get-Together Club 
held fheir first meeting and banquet for 
the current year last night at Liberty Hall, 
in East Houston Street, and listened to 
speeches by Police Commissioner Partridge, 
Charities Commissioner Homer Folks, and 
William R. Corwine of the Merchants’ As- 
sociation. 

Mr, Corwine, who presided, in his open- 
ing address said that it is the duty of all 
good citizens to uphold the hands of those 
now in power. ‘‘We should check our 
proneness,’’ he said, “to criticism and up- 
hold them as far as we can. They are 
honestly endeavoring to make a reputa- 
tion, and will do nothing which they believe 
is not right.” 

Commissioner Folks said he noticed when 
he took hold of his department a lack of 
common interest among the various insti- 
tutions under his control. This he promptly 
met, and overcame. He said his depart- 
ment had 9,000 people under its care, and 
that he had to immediately provide for 
them in the way of clothing. drugs, and 
provisions, as the late administration had 
only provided for such important matters 
up to Dec. 31 last, and in addition he had 
to make a complete readjustment of the 
bids for these supplfes. 

Mr. Folks said he had many new things 
he hoped to accomplish, among them that 
the woman who wears a shawl must be 
received by his subordinates with the same 
consideration as the woman who wears a 
sealskin sacque. Another reform he is 
about to inaugurate is to house consump- 
tives in separate buildings by themselves 
instead of keeping them in wards with 
other patients not so afflicted. 

Commissioner Partridge, who followed, 
spoke in terms of ee for the police 
force. Under his régime, the Colonel said, 
only merit and the civil service will pre- 
vail in getting any man a position on the 
force, and he hoped to make radical im- 
provements that will overcome the bad re- 
pute the force had fallen into during the 
past few years. 


DECREE FOR

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 27.—The case 
of John C, Gray vs. J. 8. Tracey, in which 
the plaintiff, a professor in the Harvard 
Law School, had previously obtained a pre- 
liminary injunction against the defendant 
selling without his permission typewritten 
copies of notes on his lectures, came up 
to-day before Justice Braley in the Equity 
Session of the Superior Court, and was 
disposed of by a decree continuing the in- 
junction. 

The plaintiff's counsel stated to the 
Court that the defendant had agreed to 
such a decree, and had stated that he had 
acted in ignorance that he was violating 
any rights of Prof. Gray. It is understood 
that this suit was a test case, the Law 
School Faculty wishing to check the sale of 
typewritten coples of lectures delivered in 
the school. 


PARK AVENUE TUNNEL HEARING. 


The Joint Committee of Bridges and Tun- 
nels and Railroads of the Board of Alder- 
men held an adjourned public hearing last 
evening in the City Hall. A special message 
Was sent to the officials of the New York 
Central Railroad Company asking that a 
representative be present at the hearing. 
Robert L. Luce oe shortly after 9 
o'clock and said that the counsel for the 
railroad company was in Albany and asked 
that a future date be set for the hearing. 

Alderman Mclinness, who introduced the 
resolution providing that the tunnel should 
be one section of a block system, made a 
speech. The tunnel is at present divided 
into four sections. Under the plan proposed 
by Alderman MclInness, only one train 
would be allowed on any track in any part 
of the tunnel at one time. Alderman Mc- 
Inness said that the railroad officials had 
ignored the Board of Aldermen. 

“They are willing to take this remedy,” 
said he, “‘ but do not want.to go on record 
in advocacy of it."

Ways and Means. 


R. E. Speer in Speaking of Sunday Sa- 
loons Says “ Sentiment of the Com- 
munity” Is Not Known Until 
the Wives Speak.

A conference to consider means for the 
redemption of the City of New York, 
called by the Federation of Churches and 
Christian Organizations, was opened yes- 
terday at the Broadway Tabernacle, Sixth 
Avenue and Thirty-fourth Street, open ses- 
sions being held in the morning, the aft- 
ernoon, and the evening. 

At the first of these sessions, at which 
the Rey, Dr. Frank Mason North presided, 
the forward movements of the various de- 
nominations in Greater New York were 
outlined by representatives of each of the 
bodies. 

At the afternoon session, which was pre- 
sided over by Dr. Leander T. Chamberlain, 
the general field of labor covered by the 
Federation was considered from the re- 
ligious, the ethnical, and the charitable 
peints of view. 

The Rev. Dr. S. Parkes Cadman dis- 
cussed the problem from the religious side. 
Coming, as he said he did, from “the in- 
nocuous desuetude of a Brooklyn pastor- 


ate,” he felt able to speak as one coming 
from the base of supplies in spiritual af- 
fairs. He admitted that the borough across 
the river was not always esteemed at its 
full worth by residents of Manhattan, but 
at the same time even Manhattanites rec- 
ognized sometimes that Brooklyn had its 
uses, ‘‘ When she unfolds her banners and 
gets into the fight against Tammany, then 
you recognize her power, and acknowledge 
your debt to that section of our city for 
her material aid.’’ 

Dr. A. F. Schauffler, Vice President of 
the New York City Mission and Tract 5o- 
ciety, discussed the outlook over the field 
from the ethnical point of view, giving in- 
teresting tacts and figures concerning re- 
cent immigration. 

J. F. Jackson, to whom the charitable 
pect of the question had been assigned 
discussion, pleaded for systematic and 
ganized charity, and for co-operation 
tween trained investigators and 
churches. . 

At the evening session the chair was oc- 
cupied' by ex-Mayor Charles A. Schieren of 
Brooklyn, the general subject for discus- 
sion being “ The City as an Opportunity. 

**Do Germans at home become French- 
men in their habits in order to please the 
Frenchmen within their borders? 1e 
asked. ‘‘ Or do Parisians become Germans 
to oblige those Germans who are residing 
in the French capitaly Why, then, should 
Americans be asked to put aside the Amer- 
ican idea for the benefit of those who are 
rather to be led to become good American 
citizens, proud of their country and satis- 
fied with its institutions? ”’ : BD 

“The Latent Good in Our Citizens,”’ as 
discussed by the Rev. John Hopkins Deni- 
son of the Church of the Sea and Land, re- 
sulted in an interesting word picture of 
conditions on Cherry Street and the sur- 
rounding district, where he showed nobility 
of character and of thought are found very 
often when least expected. 

Probably the most important speech of 
the evening was contributed by Dr. Tru- 
man J. Backus, President of the Packer In- 
stitute in Brooklyn, whose topic was “ Tne 
Duty of the Churches Toward Municipal 
Progress.’’ He said in part: 

‘Municipal progress, sometimes hin- 
dered, sometimes advanced, is at all times 
limited by the carefully considered policy 
of organized political forces. An_ idealist, 
who wil; not reckon with realities, may 
recoil from such a statement, but the re- 
ality stands by the statement. This city 
offers itself as illustration. Grown gigantic, 
its wealth stupendous, its philanthropies 
well administered, its institutions for re- 
not. It may improve its harbor for the 
spread of knowledge, well organized and 
efficient, its resources’ sufficient for an 
empire—still this city may not choose its 
own theory of government. It may have 
a bipartisan Commission of Police, or may 
not. It m ay improve its harbor for the 
benefit of commerce, or may not. It may 
eare for its own insane, or may not. It 
may call upon its greatest public carrier to 
use electricity for motive power, or may 
not. It may close its saloons on the 
Sabbath, or may not. Whether it may ex- 
ercise legally any, or all, or none of these 
powers depends not upon the municipal 
will, but upon the policy of a political or- 
ganization which, for the time being, dic- 
tates legislative enactments for the State 
of which the city Is a part. 

“We may applaud or we may decry. 
Our sentiments may run away with us. 
Still, the fact remains that we are citi- 
zens, not of a city, but of a State. Our 
State enacts our laws. Upon the wisdom 
of law and the efficiency of its administra- 
tion municipal progress chiefly depends. 
The city does not make its laws; the 
function of the city is the election of offi- 
cers whose duty is the enforcement of en- 
forcible laws. The charter of the city is 
itself a statute, originally enacted, from 
time to time altered, in accordance with 
the dictates of the policy of a State political 
organization.” 

Phe last speaker of the evening was Rob- 
ert E. Speer, Secretary of the Presbyterian 
Board of Foreign Missions. In his talk on 
‘Christ and the City ”’ he said: 

“We hear much in these days, when the 
excise laws are under discussion of ‘the 
sentiment of the community,’ but this senti- 
ment does not consist merely of the ideas 
of the adult voting population. I claim 
that every child over twelve years of age 
has a right to say whether his or her father 
shall spend his time and his money in the 
saloon on the Sabbath, for the time be- 
longs to the family to some extent at 
least, and the money Is often wanted for 
the family necessities. So also the senti- 
ments of every wife, who has to provide 
the food for the family from what is left" 
after the man has left the saloon, have a 
right to be expressed on this question.”’ 

Fhe conference will be resumed this morn- 
ing at 10:30 o’clock, and will be continued 
on Wednesday and Thursday. 
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BROOKLYN CHARITY FETE. 


The opening of the midwinter féte of the 
Church Charity Foundation of Long Isl- 
and at the Brooklyn Academy of Music 
last night drew a large attendance of 
Brooklyn society folk. The féte began with 
a colonial reception given by “*‘ ye honora-

Lamb, the artist, the interior of the Aca- 
demy had been so transformed as to be in 
keeping with the subject of the _ féte: 
“From Colonial America to the United 
States; its Colonies and Protectorates.”’

CREMATION LETTER — 
AT PATRICK TRIAL 


Alleged Forged Missive with Rice’s 
Signature Produced. 


Dr. Williams Testifies the Millionaire's 
Lungs Showed Chloroform Might 
Have Caused His Death. 


The trial of Albert T. Patrick for the 
murder of Millionaire Rice, yesterday de- 
veloped some surprising features. The first 
of these to be made apparent was the fact 
that the defense intends to insist that Mr. 
Rice died a natural death. Until yesterday 
there had been no evidence introduced 
tending to show what caused the death of 
Mr. Rice. At the same time it was believed 
that while the report .of the analytical 
chemist, Dr, Witthaus, upon the contents 
of the stomach, will show the presence of 
mercury, it will not be in sufficient quan- 
tity to have caused the death of the mil- 
lionaire. 

At the outset of the day's proceedings it 
Was made plain by the questions put by the 
defense in cross-examination that there 
had been nothing yet produced to show 
that Mr. Rice had not died from eating a 
large quantity of bananas, as Patrick as- 
serted the day after his death, and that 
immediately after the autopsy the phy- 
sicians present there said there was noth- 
ing to show that the aged millionaire had 
died from violence. Late’'in the day, how- 
ever, one of these physicians, Dr, Hamilton 
Williams, was put on the stand, and he 
swore that the autopsy showed that Mr. 
Rice had died from*a congestion of the 
lungs, such as would have been caused by 
the administration of chloroform in the 
manner in which Jones, the valet,-says he 
killed the aged milionaire. 

A sensation was produced by the intro- 


duction in evidence of the letter--forged, 
as the prosecution claims, by Patrick— 
giving directions for the cremation of Mr. 
Rice’s body. This letter was ail pete a 
ten except the signature, and the allegation 
is that Jones, who conducted all of Mr. 
Rice's correspondence, wrote it, and that 
Patrick forged the name of Mr. Rice as the 
signature. This letter was dated only a 
few weeks before the death of Mr. Rice. 
Its plans for his creamation and burial 
were precisely those which Patrick at- 
tempted to carry out, which would have 
accomplished the immediate cremation of 
the body while the relatives would be side- 
tracked from Texas to Wisconsin. 


TEXT OF THE LETTER. 


This letter, which was given to the un- 
dertaker immediately upon Mr. Rice's 
death as a reason for instant cremation, 


was as follows: 
New York, Aug. 2, 1900. 
Albert T. Patrick, Esq., 277 Broadway, City. 

Dear Sir: Concerning the matter of cremation, 
I sent down to the United States Cremation office 
for information, and got two circulars, which are 
very interesting. 1 will show them to you when 
1 come up. 

Ever’ since Col, Robert G. Ingersoll and Col. 
Waring were cremated I have thought that I 
should like to be cremated also. Col. Ingersoll 
was @ very smart man and a man of great judg- 
ment about all things which it is possible for a 
man to know, but about religion a man cannot 
know. Ingersoll may be right or he may be 
wrong. ‘That is all guesswork, 

Col, Waring was a great sanitary man, and it 
seems to me that the law should not allow dead 
bodies to be buried all over the country after 
dying of all kinds of diseases. I would much 
rather have my body burned than eaten by worms 
or stolen by some medical student and carved 
to pieces. 

If I should die I want you to see that I am 
not embalmed, as they fill you with chemicals 
when they embalm you, but want you to have 
my body cremated at once and my ashes put in 
an urn and interred with my late wife, Elizabeth 
B. Rice. 

As to the funeral, I do not think my relatives 
will care to come to mine, and [ see no use of 
having one until my ashes are interred with 
my wife's. 

I write these things because I happen to think 
of them, although you tuld me to give you 
written directions some time ago. But I expect 
to live twenty years, as I come of a long-lived 
family and am in pretty good health for a man 
of my age. Yours truly. yr. M, RICE. 

As for the statements contained in this 
letter tending to show that Patrick and Mr. 
Rice were intimate some time before it was 
written, Assistant District Attorney Os- 
borne said yesterday that he would show 
that they were total strangers to each 
other, and that in fact Mr. Rice had never 
met Patrick. The prosecution regard the 
letter as merely a part of the plot to mur- 
der Mr. Rice and to conceal the crime, but 
attach great importance to it as showing 
conspiracy between Jones ard Patrick, 
which, if they can establish it {1 evidence, 
will, it is believed, be alone sufficient to 
secure the execution of the prisoner. 

Detective Sergeant James F. Vallely, who 
arrested Patrick, was called to the stand 
and swore that, on the day following the 
death of Mr. Rice, Patrick had told him he 
would not personally inherit a cent under 
Mr. Rice’s will, though he subsequently 
learned that under that document Patrick 
would inherit several million dollars. 

Charles Plowright, undertaker of 355 
Fourth Avenue, swore that on the day of 
Mr. Rice’s death Patrick told him to cre- 
mate the body at once, and handed him the 
letter given above. Mr. Plowright pointed 
out that it would take twenty-four hours to 
heat the retort, which, he said, seemed to 
surprise Patrick, who then told him to go 
ahead and embalm the body, and at the 
same time to get the retort ready for the 
cremation. 

The order to the cremation company to 
burn the body of Mr. Rice, signed by Pat- 
rick as ‘“‘ authorized attorney,’’ and showing 
the change in date from Sept. 25 to Sept. 27, 
was introduced in evidence. 

Patrick listened to this testimony with 
the closest attention, frequently leaning 
over and making suggestions to his counsel. 
His agitation was apparent, however, by his 
constant rocking to and fro in his chair. 
When not doing that he was either nervous- 
ly stroking his beard or rocking his body 
backward and forward. 


DR. WILLIAMS’S TESTIMONY. 


Dr. Hamilton Williams was the next wit- 
ness. He testified that he was a Coroner's 
physician, had attended over 1,000 autop- 
sies, and had made a long series of experi- 
ments to determine the effect on the lungs 
of gaseous vapors such as chloroform and 


ether. These experiments were on animals, 
and he had preserved microscopical slides of 
102 specimens, which showed the condition 
ot the lungs before and after chloroform 
had been administered. Dr. Williams had 
been present at the autopsy on the body of 
Mr. Rice, and described its condition as 
follows: 

‘Brain normal, kidneys normal, heart 
normal, intestines badly affected by em- 
balming fluid, but appeared normal. What 
struck me forcibly was the condition of the 
lungs. There was an extensive congestion 
of the right and left, co-extensive with the 
lungs themselves. There was likewise a 
hypostatic congestion. I concluded the 
cause of death was in the lungs, and that 
the congestion had been caused by an irri- 
ant of a gaseous form inhaled by Mr. 

ce.” 

Mr. Moore attempted to shake this wit- 
ness upon cross-examination. He main- 
tained that eminent authorities said the in- 
halation of a poisonous es left a perma- 
nent dilation of the pupil of the eye. Dr. 
Williams retorted they did not know what 
they were talking about, and flatly denied 
that-any such condition resulted invaria- 


bly. .

TRE SUBWAY EXPLOSION. 

The facts recited in our news columns 
this morning as to the immediate cir- 
cumstances attending the terrible explo- 
sion in the subway are plainly such as 
make necessary a searching investiga- 
tion. This there is no reason to doubt 
the proper authorities will undertake and 
conduct with entire impartiality. 

The explosion and its consequences 
Were, as we have said, terrible. They 
might have been even worse. They were 
sufficient to impress anew on the pub- 
lic mind the dangers to which the use of 
high explosives exposes the community, 
and to justify the most rigorous rules re- 
garding that use, and the severest pen- 
alties for the violation of the rules. The 
precautions fixed by law are as complete 
and definite as the present state of 
knowledge as to explosives permits. If 
strictly observed they are probably suffi- 
cient to insure safety except in very un- 
usual conditions. But every prudent and 
honest contractor, having occasion to 
use high explosives, will recognize that 
the precautions imposed by law err, if at 
all, on the side of laxity, and will keep 
within them rather than pass beyond. 

It is the ‘testimony of the employé 
Epps, who had charge of the “ powder 
house,” where the dynamite was kept, 
that there were in the house thirteen 
boxes, each containing from sixty to 
seventy-five cartridges of dynamite. 
Taking the smallest estimate of the con- 
tents of each box, there must have been 
in this building at least 585 pounds of 
cartridges. The law, as quoted by Fire 
Cammissioner Sturars, allows only sixty- 
two pounds of the explosive in one place. 
In this place, according to the statement 
of Epps, there was at least nine times 
that amount. Whether proper precau- 
tions were taken or not in a building 
where, according also to Epps, loose pa- 
per and a lighted candle were left, with 
no means of putting out fire but water 
in pails, is an added question for investi- 
gation. 

Comment on these facts is unneces- 
sary. On their face they involve crim- 
inal carelessness of an appalling charac- 
ter. They must be carefully investiga- 
ted, and when the truth is ascertained, 
the law must take its course. Those 
who are found to be réally guilty, no 
matter who they are, must be visited 
with the full penalty. 


THE MAYOR'S LOCAL OPTION PLAN. 

The strong common sense and sound 
judgment that characterized the remarks 
of the Mayor to the Citizens’ Committee 
on Exeise yesterday will secure for the 
plan of liquor law reform which he sug- 
gests the candid consideration of all 
reasonable men in this community and 
the approval of a great part of them, we 
think. 

The Mayor has not conceived it to be 
his duty “to agitate for a change of the 
law,” but he has views upon the subject 
which he frankly and clearly expressed 
to the committee. He believes that in 
the matter of Sunday liquor selling the 
city itself must be allowed to work out 
its own salvation. He prefers the plan of 
local option because that is in itself a 
definite action, while a referendum is 
merely an opportunity to express opin- 
ion. He would provide for local option 


%. Upon such terms that at intervals of two 


‘or three years the city should have the 
opportunity to vote upon the question. 
“ By such process,” says the Mayor, “ the 
city would soon learn what was practica- 
ble and what was not, and would before 
long solve the question in some form like- 
ly to be accepted by everybody. Nothing 
but discussion and experience under our 
American conditions can solve a problem 
of this kind, and the advantage of local 
option is that it commits the solution of 
the question in its local aspect to the 
discussion and experience of those who 
.are most nearly affected by it.” 

This is the very essence of justice and 
political wisdom, as far removed from 
the miserable hypocrisy and partisan 
craft with which this grave question has 
been treated up the State as is light from 
darkness or sanctity from sin. If home 
rule is not a foundation principle under 
our American conditions of government, 
then we have no foundations and no 
principles which partisanship and polit- 
ical seif-seeking are bound to respect. 

The Mayor does not attempt to draw a 
bill of amendments. With the light he 
now has he thinks well of the idea of 
giving réstaurants the right to sell on 
Sundays. The effect of this would be 
greatly to diminish the number of those 
sinks of iniquity that were brought into 
existence by the statute which bears the 
name of that distinguished statesman 
and moralist, Mr. Joan Raines. 

The privilege of Sunday selling would 
be confined to bona-fide restaurants, and 
if many saloons were induced to become 
Testaurants seven days in the week the 


‘public inter- 
Fest would suffer. Upon the questions 
submitted under this amendment and 
such others as might be included in a 


local option bill the people should have 


an opportunity to pass at a special Spring 
election free from all other issues. 

The Raines law amendment suggest- 
ed by the Mayor has received the ap- 
proval of the Citizens’ Committee on 
Excise. But that committee expresses the 
opinion that at the special election the 
people should also vote “on the question 
of Sunday opening of saloons between 
the hours of 12 noon and 10 o’clock in 
the evening.” It might be found adviea- 
ble to submit the restaurant amendment 
and the amendment providing for the 
afternoon opening of saloons as separate 
propositions, in order that the people 
might accept one and reject the other, if 
so moved. Possibly the communtty is 
ready for the sale of liquor on Sunday in 
saloons transformed into restaurants, 
but not yet ready to sanction the sale of 
liquor a part of the day on Sunday in 
saloons. The first amendment would he 
a long step toward meeting the views 
“of a very large body of people,” esti- 
mated by Mr. JEROME at a quarter of a 
million, who yiel€ no obedience to the 
prohibitive clauses of the present law. 
Under experience and discussion the sec- 
ond amendment might commend itself to 
the popular judgment as a more complete 
and practicable solution of the problem. 

At any rate, these suggestions of re- 
form open the way for the cure of con- 
ditions which this city finds to be intol- 
erable. They would release the Mayor 
from the frightful moral dilemma in 
which he finds himself placed in being 
bound by his oath to enforce a law 
which he and everybody finds to be im- 
possible of complete enforcement, and as 
to which he and the Commissioner of 
Police seem to have concluded that the 
wisest way is non-enforcement, which is 
the same thing as nullification. The 
Mayor's letter to Dr. PARKHURST went 
far to relieve the Governor of his load of 
responsibility for the violation of this 
law, while by his apparent acceptance 
of this intolerable condition the Mayor 
seemed to close his own way of escape. 
He has now happily opened it again by 
his unanswerable statement of the 
grounds of the demands for reform. Gov. 
ODELL Cannot with any decent regard for 
his own reputation fail to urge upon the 
Legislature the serious consideration of 
the plan of local option favored by the 
committee and the Mayor. His responsi- 
bility for unlawful Sunday liquor selling 
in this city cannot be diminished or put 
off while he holds to his present narrow, 
prejudiced, and partisan views. He can- 
not hold to them, in fact, unless he is 
prepared to remove the Mayor and the 
Commissioner of Police for failure to en- 
force the law. He should at once prepare 
and send to the Legislature a special 
message recommending that an act be 
passed allowing the people of this city to 
vote at an election to be held in April 
upon the questions whether the hotel 
privilege of Sunday selling shall be ex- 
tended to restaurants and whether sa- 
loons shall be permitted to keep open 
from noon until 10 o’clock P. M. Sundays. 


BRINGING HOME THE RESPONSIBIL- 
ITY. 

Undoubtedly it would “encourage the 
others,” could a prominent officer of the 
New York Central Railroad be impris- 
oned, if found guilty of criminal conduct 
in the management of the road. It would 
thereafter be more difficult to secure a 
man for the place the prisoner had occu- 
pied who would take the risks attaching 
to it. And the conspicuousness of the 
thing would be awkward for the road's 
reputation with the public. If the dis- 
tinction, so prominently and properly 
urged upon the readers of its advertise- 
ments of being the only trunk-line road 
entering the City of New York should 
be coupled in the public mind with the 
distinction of being the only great road 
with a President, or Directors, in State 
prison, it would not stimulate the desire 
to trust one’s life in the cars of the 
road. 

Nevertheless, it is to be remembered 
what is the source of the extremely dull 
and foolish policy adopted by the road 
in the past, for it is with reference to 
that motive that remedies must be 
studied. The company has failed to do 
its duty to its customers because that 
duty has seemed to the narrow minds of 
the managers too costly. They have not 
hed the sense to see, as the managers 
of other roads have been quick to see, 

that money spent to secure the safety 
| and comfort of patrons is certain to be 
repaid amply in the increased traffic. 
Since they are blind to that important 
fact, though it has steadily been forced 
| on their attention by the profitable ex- 
perience of more far-sighted men in oth- 
er corhpanies, it is plain that the only 
way in which they can be influenced is 
by making neglect and stupidity more 
costly than intelligence and enterprise. 

One great difficulty in accomplishing 
| this is the relative immunity enjoyed 
| by transportation companies from the 
collection of damages on account of the 

| vagueness of the standard of diligence 
and care to which they may be held, and 
on account of the difficulties thrown in 
the way of collection by the law's delay. 
This immunity is overcome to a certain 
| extent by the zeal of juries, but it still 
| remains true that the prompt collection 
of adequate damages for injury from 
| mismanagement of transport lines is 
| neither easy nor certain, If the standard 
| of accountability could be rendered Wefi- 
nite, it would be a great advantage. 
This could be done if it were possible to 
determine with reasonable accuracy what 
safety appliances and improvements the 
companies were bound to employ. Such 
| determination might be made by a State 
Board of Commissioners, of skill and ex- 
perience, secure in the tenure of their 


. 


the State, and entirely independent of 

If the law should require every road to 
employ the means of safety thus deter- 
mined, and should provide that in suits 
for damages for injuries suffered on the 
road the defense must show affirma- 
tively that these means had been em- 
ployed, in good faith, by skilled and ex- 
perienced employés, and that failing this 
defense the plaintiff should be entitled 
to prompt payment of sufficient dam- 
ages, a very great and immediate pres- 
sure would be brought to bear on the 
managers of the roads. The simple 
change of the burden of proof from the 
proved sufferer to the defendant company 
would make proper care more economical 
than the cultivation of legal delays. Nor 
would it be at all hard for an intelligent 
commission to fix a workable standard 
of efficiency in the construction of cars 
and the management of traffie, Had the 
cars, for instance, of thé train wrecked in 
the tunnel collision been as solidly and 
safely built as are the private cars on 
which the officers of the Central and the 
New Haven Roads take their personal 
journeys, it is certain that there would 
have been little or no loss of life. The 
zeal of the managers to save the lives of 
their passengers would only need to be 
as great and as well-directed as their 
zeal to protect their own lives on their 
own roads, to bring about a revolution 
in the management of roads. Moreover, 
the certainty that an ounce of preven- 
tion would literally be worth a pound of 
cure would set every man connected with 
the business to working at the best 
means of prevention. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Referring to your editorial on Messrs. 
HorGAN and Siattrery in this morning's 
insue, is it not rather bad taste to gloat 
over the defeat of those who for the time 
being may have lost in the battle of life? 
Is not your editorial inspired by the fact 
that their names happen to be HorGAN and 
SLATTERY? And is not the editorial due to 
Know Nothing inheritance which is certain- 
ly out of place at the present time? Would 
it not be well for you to inquire if the 
buildings they have erected are not as good 
and as cheaply constructed as those built 
by other architects? Is not your whole 
editorial permeated with a spirit of snob- 
bery contrary and foreign to your pre- 
tensions of being Democratic? And the 
playing on the names of those gentlemen 
(cheap wit) out of place in a serious news- 
paper? 

Were not their predecessors under the 
Strong administration appointed as they 
were, as representing the dominant element 
of the time being? Are you not aware that 
there were a great many more scandals 
connected with our previous city architects 
than with Messrs. HorGAN and SLATTERY? 

And as the editorial is apparently based 
on rumor, if you were for a moment to 
consider the Capitol at Albany, the City 
Hall of Philadelphia, and the public ru- 
mors in regard to the architects connected 
with them, for instance, the rumors in ref- 
erence to the architects of our own city

And are 
not the sins of Messrs. HORGAN and SLAT- 
TERY merely the sins of their profession 
and of our civilization at the present time? 

Is there a leading firm of architects in 
the City of New York that would not have 
gladly accepted the Tammany appointment 
as City Architects and utilized it as fully as 
the subjects of your editorial?

TECHNICAL TRAINING FOR GIRLS. 

At the annual meeting of the society 
which supports the Hebrew Technical 
School for Girls the Trustees submitted 
a recommendation that the school be 
made non-sectarian and that the word 
Hebrew be dropped from the title, so 
that the name would be Technical 
School for Girls. The purpose of the 
proposed change is to broaden the use 
of the school and to open the way for 
all children to share in its benefits. 

The school has now 164 pupils and is 
divided into a manual training and a 
commercial department. It appears 
from the report that the aggregate earn- 
ings of the girls annually sent out from 
this school exceed $25,000 for the first

week each, and the average wage in- 
creases up to $10, $12, and $15 a week. 
The society voted to make the Daily 
Technical School non-sectarian, but 
took under consideration the proposed 


change of name, postponing its decisions: 


until a meeting on the llth of February. 
The argument for the proposed changes 
was broad-minded and liberal, The im- 
portant thing is not that the credit of 
the work shall be reserved to the found- 
ers of the school, but that the very great 
benefit of its opportunities shall be con- 
ferred upon the largest possible number 
of young persons. The better the school, 
the sounder its training, the stronger the 
reason for extending its usefulness. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Much as we regret to revive a contro- 
versy which on innumerable occasions has 
led to an enormous waste of paper, ink, and 
postage stamps—and to no other results— 
stern duty. compels us to condemn the Sec- 
retary of State for misspelling, or allowing 
to be misspelled, the word “ honor”’ on the 
invitations to his daughter’s wedding which 
he has just sent out. We neither know nor 
can imagine any reason why he should 
have requested the “honour” of his 
friends’ attendance at that ceremony, when 
it is obvious that he meant what Amer- 
icans—of whom Mr. Hay is certainly one— 
in their large wisdom and excellent taste, 
call “honor.” If we were wrong and the 
British right about the spelling of this 
word, patriotism and propriety alike would 
oblige Mr. Hay to spell it in the American 
way, just as they—for the present—oblige 
the British to spell it in the British way, 
though our cousins all know that it is his- 
torically and logically incorrect. But since 
our way is right as well as American—since 
“honor” is unquestionably the form soon 
to be used by all English-speaking peoples 
—what slightest excuse has our Secretary 
of State for imitating a stupid foreign blun- 
der and setting a bad example for such of 
his unfortunate countrymen as are infected 


with the germ of snobbishness? We haven't 


the slightest suspicion that Mr. Hay has 
been guilty of anything worse than want 
of care and too great confidence in his en- 
graver, but what would be a trivial fault 
in a lesser man cannot be overlooked in one 
who is not only a distinguished and repre- 
sentative statesman, known as such all 
over the world—which is something—but an 
author of at least two immortal poems, 
with every line in them redolent of 
Americanism. “ Honor” is a word with 
which it is neither safe nor decorous to— 
well, the circumstances permit us to write 
“monkey,” for it is monkeying, and noth- 
ing else, to substitute ‘“ honour” for “ hon- 
=,” 


—That correspondent who, after ad- 
mitting that our comments on the question 
“How about Achin?” ought to silence 
Dutch criticism of British doings in South 
Africa, asserted that “How about the 
Filipinos?” ought to have the same effect 
upon Americans who profess a love of 
liberty, seems quite to have missed the 
point of our paragraph. It was not our in- 
tention to condemn the Dutch for trying 
to substitute civilization for barbarism in 
Achin, and a decent Government for a 
savage despotism, but rather to call at- 
tention to the fact that South Africa is not 
the only place where it has been found 
necessary to subjugate liberty-loving peo- 
ples. The desire, and, still more, the de- 
termination, to be free are most excellent 
traits, but inevitably there arises the prac- 
tical question as to what the possessors of 
those traits want to do with their freedom, 
and history is full of instances in which 
common sense dictated a ruthless sup- 
pression of freemen who misbehaved. Our 
heroiz Decatur once did a fine business 
in that line, and though the Algerines 
whom he manhandled so severely were as 
brave as need be, and both able and ready 
to fight for the “right’’ to live as they 
pleased, their fate excites no great sym- 
pathy, even in Boston. The Filipinos, like 
the Achinese, and the Boers, and our 
American Indians, must adjust themselves 
to circurstances, and if they cannot do it 
they will find the world inconveniently 
small. The only man who can be really 
free is the man with no neighbors; the rest 
of us must behave more or less as nearly 
as the neighbors say, or they will. surely be 
after us with the largest clubs within reach. 
And some day there will be a discussion 
of the use which the much bepraised 
Swiss made of their famous liberty. A 
thick book could be written about the 
Swiss who rented themselves in droves to 
despots like BomBa and other Itallan 
Princes, and for small pay did what is per- 
haps the dirtiest work recorded in modern 
history.

THE KAISER’S BIRTHDAY. 


Territorial Titles Bestowed on Regi- 
ments—Big Crowds Cheer His 
Majesty. 

BERLIN, Jan. 27.—Emperor William, 
who was born on Jan. 27, 1859, signalized 
his birthday to-day by conferring cerri- 
torial titles on all the regiments which 
have hitherto borne no distinctive names. 
In an army order on the subject His 

Majesty says: 

“In my army are united the traditions 
of many German races and lands. It is my 
endeavor, indeed my duty, to cultivate 
these traditions.. With us the army and 
the nation are one. The history of my 
country {s bound up in the army, May the 
new titles keep alive the remembrance 
that the Empire was created by the ca-

TRUSTED IN WHITAKER WRIGHT. 


Examination of London and Globe Di- 
rectors Shows that They Knew Lit- 
tle of What Was Going On. 


LONDON, Jan. 27.—On the resumption 
to-day in the Bankruptcy Court of the in- 
quiry into the affairs of the London and 
Globe Finance Corporation, Limited, the 
official Receiver read a letter from the 
Marquis of Dufferin denying that he had 
been a party to Whitaker Wright’s specu- 
lations, which resulted in losses amounting 
to £1,700,000. The Marquis said he would 
have considered himself highly criminal 
nad he allowed the shareholders’ money 
thus to be gambled away, and he added 
that, on his recovery from his present ill- 
ness, he proposed to offer himself for ex- 
amination in order to confirm these state- 
ments. 

The Receiver announced that he did not 
propose to trouble Lord Dufferin to attend 


the inquiry, as he did not think his Lord- 
ship could add anything to the information 
which he had already given to the inves- 
tigators. 

The examination of Lieutenant General 
the Hon. Somerset J. Gough-Calthorpe, 
(Colonel in Chief of the Fifth Dragoon 
Guards,) one of Whitaker Wright's co- 
Directors, furnished much amusement. 
After saying that he had properly pur- 
chased his holdings in the companies, Gen. 
Gough-Calthorpe admitted that he knew 
practically nothing of city finance. He had 
such perfect faith in Whitaker Wright that 
he followed Mr. Wright blindly. When the 
London and Globe lost £750,000 in Lake 
View speculation the General knew nothing 
of it. When £250,000 was given to the Brit- 
ish-American corporation he thought the 
London and Globe was so wealthy that it 
could afford such a gift. The General did 
not consider it his duty to exercise con- 
trol over Whitaker Wright. He (the wit- 
ness) had been principally occupied in‘sign- 
ing thousands of share certificates. 

ord Edward Pelham-Clinton, another of 
the Directors, who had just come off duty 
as Groom-in-Waiting to the King, also said 
he purchased his shares of the London and 
Globe with his own money. He knew prac- 
tically nothing of Whitaker Wright's spec- 
ulations, and only heard of the loss of 
£750,000 in Lake View after the liquidation. 
Like other members of the board, he be- 
lieved the shareholders were safe in 
Whitaker Wright’s hands, and he was 


} afraid the members of the board had done 


very little for their not inconsiderable fees.

He introduces a variety of dialect 
parts, ranging from broad Scotch to raw 
Cockney, and there is a bit of atrocious 
farce, in whica Chicago figures largely. 
But in the main essentials Mr. Rose’s ver- 
sion answers its purpose—that purpose 
being to provide two acts of very thin com- 
edy, on which to hang a number of pretty 
gowns, leading up to a third act, almost 
all gowns, on which is applied some sac- 
charine sentiment of the good, old-fash- 
ioned kind. 

Of course, it will not do to take this kind 
of thing seriously—it is so very elementary 
and harks back, oh, so very far. The aris- 
tocratiec relatives, the girl who goes out 
into the world to make her own way and 
becomes a power, the ardent lover who is 
ready to follow her to the uttermost ends 
of—of London, the unselfish friend who 
supplies her with capital. Then, the sequel 
—ruined relatives, the girl a savior of the 
family honor and fortune, and, before the 
final picture, matrimony in sight for every- 
body who is seeking that experimental 
state, and the cozy fireplace saved at last 
for the two old people, who don’t deserve it, 
and who have not found their experiment- 
ing with it particularly satisfying. 

It is a tale that has been pored over be- 
tween plush covers, by dainty maidens in 
the*boudoir, and which has found its way 
into cooks’ hands in the weekly serials. 
Sometimes it has been handled in a way to 
suggest reality; at other times it is but a 
retlection of the superficial view of one 
who sought to reproduce fashionable life. 
This happens to be one of the other times. 

Miss Bingham was received last night 
with much warmth. She is entitled to con- 
sideration for the exceptional company 
which she has brought together for this 
production, even if one must regret the 
waste of so much ability on such material. 
The play has been admirably mounted, 
too, and the first scene, showing the morn- 
ing room at Lochneven Castle, is excep- 
tionally fine. 

There may be some difference of opinion 
as to which of the frocks is entitled to 
highest praise as a “ creation,’’ but no cne 
is likely to take exception to the statement 
that the entire exhibit is brilliant. Miss 
Bingham’s Lady Margaret is a rather ag- 
gressive person and her voice far from 
soothing. But perhaps one more delicately 
refined would not have made such a suc- 
cess “‘in trade.’”’ 

On the whole, the acting of Arnold Daly 
and Mrs. Charles Walcot was most satis- 
fying last night, Miss Irish doing spelndidly 
a part that was far beneath her ability. 
Frank Worthing played the lover with his 
usual easy grace and a character hit was 
amusingly done by Edward S. Abeles.

Dr. Dominick George Bodkin. 

Dr. Dominick George 3odkin died on 
Sunday night at his home, 290 Clinton Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, after a long illness. He 
was one of the best-known physicians of 


Brooklyn, where he had practiced for thir- 


ty-five years. 


Dr. Bodkin was born in County Galway, | 


Ireland, in 1833, coming to this country 
with his parents when he was nine years 
old. While pursuing a course of study in 
the New York University Medical School, 
the civil war broke out and young Bodkin 
resporded to Lincoln’s call for volunteers. 
He served in the war as an Assistant Sur- 
geon in the corps commanded by Gen.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


While the stock market halts and is 
irregular, doing little to encourage trad- 
ers upon either side, evidences accumu- 
late of plans under way whose accom- 
plishment will mean much that is good. 
Though on the surface it may be politic 
for yet a further time to disguise the 
fact, there has none the léss come into 
the Western railway situation a mate- 
rial improvement. Interests in collision 
have measurably settled their disputes. 
Mr. Harriman and Mr. Hill are no longer 
the aggressive opponents they were. 
Union Pacific and Northern Pacific dis- 
agreements are already much modified, 
if not settled. For a variety of reasons 
it may be necessary to have a different 
appearance presented for the time being 
but before long disclosure of the actual 
facts must become clear. Prejudice and 
jealousies give way to business sense. 
So far as security market quotations are 
concerned, there is little suggestion of 
this improvement, but such suggestions 
seldom do appear when so much is at 
stake. 

Upon the Stock Exchange and in bro- 
kerage offices no other market topic fig- 
ured yesterday in comparison with that 
furnished by the appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court against the North- 
ern Securities Company. Professional 
Wall Street, continuing to take doleful 
views of the prospect, was sure enough 
of judicial action adverse to the corpora- 
tion to put out sMort contracts on a lib- 
eral scale, and; nder this pressure the 
market was weak throughout most of 
the day, though final net changes do not 
show more declines than advances. 

Copper Trust shares made a substan- 
tial gain. Efforts are made by insiders 
to hide results recently accomplished, 
but their own purchases keep the mar- 
ket strong. Outsiders are willing 
enough to hold aloof; the most ordinary 
prudence induces that, for recent expe- 
riences have deprived the average ob- 
server of all confidence in the good faith 
of the Copper Trust contingent. While 
slaughtering most of their former stock- 
holders and badly frightening the rest, 
Copper Trust insiders have been able to 
negotiate plans for co-operation upon 
the part of the other great producing 
companies of the world, including Calu- 
met and Hecla and Rio Tinto—all of 
which is in due season to be proclaimed 
as an inducement for recent victims to 
re-enter the game. An advance in the 
price of refined copper is announced; 
but commercial price fluctuations are at 
present the nearest’ incidents. The 
Amalgamated Copper Trust has departed 
from the status of a commercial enter- 
prise; its affairs are stock jobbery af- 
fairs.

Meanwhile, legitimate business con- 
ducted legitimately makes satisfactory 
showing on every side. They who ac- 
cept railway earnings as the barometer of 
general trade conditions find no sign of 
that recession in either net or gross 
earnings which for .months past has 
been so persistently predicted by the 
bear speculators of Wall Street. Yester- 
day Atchison, -Topeka and Santa Fé’s 
net income for December was announced, 
showing an increase of over $314,000— 
over $10,000 per day; and this example 
is representative, not isolated. Meas- 
ured by such standards business condi- 
tions are certainly not only satisfactory 
but gratifying beyond what even chronic 
optimists have been counting upon. Ac- 
tually the business situation is—as de- 
scribed yesterday by J. Pierpont Morgan 
—just this: 

“Prosperity is not only here, but evi- 
dences of it are distinct on every side, in 
practically every business quarter. As 
to recessions, as to set-backs, where is 
there sign of anything discouraging? 
There is enough business already in hand 
to keep the country busy for a year to 
come.” 


LEAD AND SMELTERS. 


Of the usually inactive stocks, the strong- 
est in the industrial group yesterday were 
the National Lead shares, the common of 
which advanced 2 points and the preferred 
5. The buying of the securities was by the 


same interests who were rather aggressive 
purchasers throughout the day of Smelters, 
which rose fractionally. It is said that a 
pool is working in the securities of both 
companies, the Lead shares bétng said to 
be in demand because of the better trade 
conditions, as evidenced by the recent ad- 
vance in the price of the metal. 


CHICAGO AND EASTERN ILLINOIS. 

The sharp advance of nearly 5 points in 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois was the re- 
sult of continued buying by the Flower in-

NICKEL PLATE RUMORS. 
« The’ strength in the Nickel Plate issues, 
which for some time have been neglected, 
was one of the features of the market yes- 
terday, the first preferred stock scoring an 
exceptional advance of 3% points. The buy- 


ing. principally by .Vanderbilt brokers, was 
said.on the floor to be of a most confident 
nature, 

In connection with the purchases the re- 
port was revived and. was. bulletined as 
eS by a number of prominent bank- 
ng houses, that the first preferred stock 
is to be retired. It was said that part of 
the money from the New York Central 
stock issue would be devoted to this pur- 
pose. . 


GLUCOSE CONSOLIDATION TALK. 

The early advance in Glucose stock was 
on the publication of a dispatch from Chi- 
cago to the effect that, notwithstanding 
denials,. the combination of the Glucose, 
National Starch, and independent glucose 
compantes is practically completed and that 
the deal will be finally carried through at 
a meeting to be held in Chicago the latter 
part of this week. 

According to the report the capital of the 
new company will be $70,000,000. It is said 
that under the terms of the deal Glucose 
common is to be. exchanged at 120 for the 
common stock of the new company; and 
the preferred at 125 for the preferred stock 
of the combination. 


ATCHISON’S EARNINGS. 

Wall Street was very agreeably sur- 
prised yesterday when in the late after- 
noon the earnings statement of the Atchi- 
son Railway for the month of Decémber 
was. published. This showed an increase 


in gross earnings of $572,320 and a gain in 
net income, after taxes and rentals, of no 
less than $314,780. From July 1 to Dec. 
31 the increase has been $2,519,720. 
Inasmuch as, because of the corn crop 
failure, Atchison’s earnings were in some 
quarters—principally. bear—expected to suf- 
fer, the December gain reported was re- 
garded as all the more gratifying and sig- 
nificant. The figures promptiy induced to 
buying which rallied the common stock a 
full point from the low of the day and left 
it fractionally higher than Saturday's close. 


THE COAL STOCKS DEPRESSED. 


The-coal stocks were under pressure all 
day yesterday, with especially heavy selling 
in the Eries and Readings. The pressure 
was largely the ‘result of selling by pro- 
fessional bears; who offered all the issues 
down on the suggestions of possible labor 
troubles growing out of the contemplated 
demands of the United Mine Workers’ As- 
sociation. In addition, there was as a 


special reason for selling the Eries the per- 
sistently circulated report of a cpntem- 
plated bond issue. J. P. Morgan's em- 
hatic denial, elsewhere published, that any 
ssue is contemplated will effectually set 
at rest this rumor. 

As for the suggestions of labor trouble, 
it is.pointed. out by parties in interest that 
it was for the very purpose of avoiding 
such troubles that the recently formed Na- 
tional Arbitration Committee was called 
into being. It is declared by gentlemen 
connected with the coal roads that there 
need be no fear of any trouble as a result 
of the mine workers’ {iemands. 

+ 

After the close of business the Decem- 
ber statement of the Erie was put out. 
This showed a decrease in gross earnings of 
$82,728 an increase in working expenses of 
$35,439, and therefore a decrease in the net 
figures of $118,160. Included in the ex- 
penses is one-twelfth of the entire taxes of 
the year. 

In explanation of the unfavorable show- 
ing, it is officially pointed out that the 
decrease in earnings was due to a flood 
which interrupted the traffic for several 
days, which was also the primary cause 
for the increase in the operating expenses. 


THE WEST AN EARLY SELLER. 

In the early trading yesterday, houses 
with Western connections were rather free 
sellers of stocks all around the room, 
though the most aggressive selling was In 
the coalers and the Grangers. The reason 
for tne sales was directly traceable to the 
bad break in the grain markets and to the 


incidental report that several leading West- 
ern houses were in trouble. 

When later in the day the grain markets 
recovered and it appeared that the reports 
ef trouble were untrue there was a dispo- 
sition to buy back some of the stock %o 
hastily sold in the morning, this contribut- 
ing to the late stock market advance.

GRAIN PRICES BREAK. 


Collapse in Oats in Chicago Affects 
Wheat and Corn, Followed by 
Sharp Reaction. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 27.—All pits on the Board 
of Trade went wild to-day. A stampede in 
May oats forcing liquidations in all mar- 
kets pressed prices downward in a panicky 
fashion, and within half an hour from 
the opening May oats had dropped 5%, May 
wheat 1%. and May corn 1%. Provisions 
also were sore hit. Good support and 
heavy short covering brought back some 
confidence, however, and the close saw a 
net loss in May oats of only 14%@1%, May 
wheat %, and May corn %. Provisions 

closed 10 to 57%%c lower. 

Action in oats developed suddenly, and 
with such surprisingly disastrous slumps 
that traders were overwhelmed in the tur- 
moil. The trouble was over an attempt by 
a bear clique to raid the holdings of James 
A. Patten—something like 10,000,000 bushels 
of May oats. Patten was not present early 
on the floor, and the weakness of Satur- 
day seemed to give a good opportunity for 
the attack. May oats opened firm enough, 


under the influence of cold weather and 
strength in other grains, but this only 
made the subsequent dropping of the 
bucket bottom the more surprising. May 
started 4c higher to unchanged, at 444@ 
44c. Some small purchases sent it up even 
to 44%c. Then began the onslaught. Oper- 
ators began throwing stuff overboard in 
big lots. The early trade did not expect 
heavy operations, and began to gasp as 
prices slid off. Then bears took courage 
and sold short. 

Liquidation on an enormous 
lowed, and prices slipped away almost lic 
at a sale. Traders from the other pits 
dropped the work in hand and hurried into 
the oats pit. ‘Change went mad with ex- 
citement, Speculators said this was a 
panic, if there has been such a thing since 
1893, May struck bottom at 39%. 

Then Patten came into the pit, told the 
crowd the selling was not for his account, 
and began to buy in all pits. May as 
quickly jumped back to 43%, and the tur- 
moil was practically over within an hour 
from the opening. There was still a tense 
feeling present, however, and prices wav- 
ered all during the session in a panicky 
fashion. The close was very weak. 

Wheat started out firmly, in spite of lower 
cables and bearish statistics. The cold 
weather had set traders to guessing, and 
May opened unchanged to \c higher, at 
78% to 78%. This strength was only short- 
lived, for when oats broke everything else 
broke with it. In twenty minutes wheat 
had dropped 1% and was selling at 77c. 
Frightened holders and weak speculators 
with small margins had been forced to 
liguidate or stop losses. Buying by shorts 
helped matters materially, and with the 
checking of the coarse grain collapse May 
wheat reacted well. At one time shortly 
before the close May sold at 77%@78e. The 
close was comparatively firm at 77%—e 
lower than Saturday. 

The early strength in corn attendant 
upon the cold weather and early wheat 
firmness was soon lost in the downward 
turn in oats. Some of the loss, however, 
was recovered, though not enough to give 
traders much hope for future prices. The 
sentiment was bearish, and support seemed 
wanting even on the up-turn in wheat. 
Cables were lower to start, but it was the 
oats break that did the trick. May, which 
opened a shade to 4@*e higher, at 6144 to 
617%, even sold up to 62%c, but then came 
the drop—a very hard one—to 60%. Trad- 
ers began talking fifty-cent corn, and there 
was imminent danger of the slump growing 
worse. Shorts, however, wanted profits, 
and they covered hurriedly. Wheat was 
going up again, and May corn responded 
to the influence by touching 61. After the 
first hour it was a wavering market, most 
of the time under 6lic, and the close was 
weak, %c lower, at 60%@60%c.

Copper sold yesterday at 11% cents, and 
those who have been following the market 
closely believe that the turn has come and 
that the tendency now will be toward a 
higher price. Persistent lowering of the 
from 17 cents to 11 during the past 
few weeks has brought forward phenom- 
enal selling. It is stated that the United 
Metals Selling Company is oversold by six 
months. 

The Lewisohn concern yesterday con- 
firmed the statement that its price. for 
lake copper had been raised to 11% cents. 
On the Metal Exchange, however, the price 
was 114 cents. Electrolytic advanced from 
10% to 11 flat, and castings from 10% to 
10%. John Stanton, the copper specialist, 
said yesterday that the limit of the corner 
had been reached, and that there was now 
not as much profit in copper at 12 cents as 
there was formerly at 10. 

On the Stock Exchange Amalgamated

NOTES OF INSURANCE INTERESTS. 


There are reports in local fire insurance 
circles of two more reinsurance deals now 
pending, but the officers of the companies 
in question deny that there is any substan- 
tial basis for the reports. 

The annual statements of the fire insur- 
ance companies showing their operations in 
1901 and the results, both in the handling 
of assets and in underwriting experience, 
are exciting much more comment as they 
appear than is usually the case. The most 
noticeable variation from the usual and 
the expected is seen in the fact that for 
the first time in many years the American 
companies are making a better showing 
than the large foreign companies which 
do business in the United States; and this 
contrast with other years is most sharply 
pointed out by the statements of those 
domestic corporations which are known in 
underwriting circles as ‘‘ good banking 
institutions.’’ Every important statement 
which has so far appeared goes to bear out 
the belief that the Finance Committees of 
the local companies made large gains in 
surpluses by reason of the 
big bull market on the Stock Exchange 
last Winter and Spring without being 
affected by the Northern Pacific panic, So 
large were the gains in some instances 
that they have far offset the bad fire losses 
of the year. The foreign companies, on 
the other hand. have suffered the heavy 
loss record ghared by the others, and, owing 
to the conservatism of their home offices in 
not intrusting their funds to their Ameri- 
can representatives for investment to any 
appreciable extent, have registered no cor- 
responding banking profit through the rise 
in the prices of American securities.

COTTON.—Cotton was dull, heavy, and lower 
yesterday. The market opened steady, with 
prices 1@4 points lower, which was about a fair 
response to disappointing Liverpool cables, the 
feature of which was a decline of 44@1 point in 
futures and 1-32d In spot cotton. orts in the 
local ring beat a hasty retreat immediately aft- 
er the call on estimates for port receipts of but 
27,000 bales for the day, this comparing with 
34,000 bales same day last year. From 8.10 
May stiffened up to 8.17, and for a time the 
whole ruling of the market was decidedly firm.

~ Favors Local Option by Boroughs, 


_ with Special Spring Elections. 


Privilege of Selling Liquors 
on Sunday. 


“Mayor Low announced fully yesterday his 
views on the excise question. A committee 
of the Citizens’ Excise Committee, consist- 
ing 6f the Rey. Dr. Lyman Abbott, Willis 
L; Ogden, Wheeler H, Peckham, and Will- 
fam R. Corwine, called at the Mayor's of- 
fice and presented to him a letter announc- 
ing the results ‘of the conferences held of 
late on the excise problem. Col. Ogden 
read the letter, which provided for grant- 
ing to restaurants the same right to sell as 
is now given to the hotels on Sunday; the 
opening of saloons from noon to 10 P. M., 
and a special election to be held in the 
Spring when the voters may make known 
their wishes on local option. 

Wheeler H. Peckham said that it was just 
to grant the right to sell liquor to restau- 
Tants now that the hotels have that privi- 
lege, and that it should not be necessary 


* to take 4 reom at a hotel in order to pur- 


chase beverages with meals. 

The Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott said that law 
and order should be synonymous, and that 
the representatives of the rural districts did 
nat know as much about the needs of New 
York as the citizens here. 

Mayor Low in replying to the delegation 
said: 

“T have listened with interest to the re- 
port you havc made of the action of the 
committee which you represent. On this 
phase of the excise question I stand again 
just where I did in my letter of acceptance. 
In that letter I pointed out the evils grow- 


. ing out of certain classes of the present ex- 


cise law, and said they called for the care- 
ful consideration of the legislators; but I 
entered into no engagement to agitate for 
a change of the law, because I did not then, 
nor do 1 now, conceive that that is the duty 
of the Mayor. If public opinion were more 
united upon the subject the case would be 
different; but, divided as it is, the limit of 
the Mayor's function is to point out, in 
general terms, what seems to him the path- 
Way Dy which improvement may be had. 

“In some form or another | think the 
city itself must be allowed to work out its 
own salvation. Nobody is so much con- 
cerned. as our own people, and it is mani- 
festly reasonable to ask that we be allowed 
to settle the matter, in its local aspects, 
for ourselves, 

“T much prefer local option to a refer- 
endum. | fancy that in the popular discus- 
sion these two terms have been often used 
interchangeabiy. But there is or may be 
a great difference between them. A refer- 
endum sometimes is merely an expression 
of opinion. In such a case it would settle 
nothing either here or at Albany. Local 
option, on the other hand, is a well-known 
process by which the vote of the com- 
munity gives the effect and force of law, 
for the time being, to the decision of the 
voters-upon the question of detail submitted 
to their vote. Only a process of this sort 
seems to me worth while. 

“There are many who think that if a 
majority were to vote to maintain the pres- 
ent law on the question of Sunday selling, 
then it could be enforced even so far as to 
prevent the private aS well as the public 
sale of liquer on Sunday. This may be so, 
but I doubt it; for the insurmountable dif- 
ficulty in preventing the illegal sale in pri- 
vate does not spring from the unwillingness 
of the authorities to prevent illegal selling; 
but from the presence in the city of a very 
large body of people who yield no obedience 
to these clauses of the law, because these 
provisions conflict so seriously both with 
cag personal habits and with their opin- 
on. 

“I think, therefore, that if local option 
be granted it should “be in the form of a 
measure that affords a recurring opportun- 
ity for the city to vote, upon the questions 
suvmitted, at intervals of two or three 
years. By such a process the city would 
seon learn what was practicable and what 
was not, and would, before long, solve the 
auestion in some form likely to be accepted 
by everybody. Nothing but discussion and 
experience under our American conditions 
can solye a problem of this. character, and 
the advantage of local option is, that it 
commits the solution of the question, in its 
local aspects, to the discussion and ex- 
perience of those who are most nearly 
affected by it. 

I think that any bill providing for local 
option should provide for special Spring 
elections, so that the questions submitted 
can be discussed and passed upon free from 
all other issues. 

“J think, also, that the smallest unit 
which it would be safe to use are the bor- 
oughs. These being geographically so dis- 
tinct I think local option by boroughs 
would be practicable. I should doubt the 
wisdom of using any smaller unit. 

“With the light that I have now I think 
wellof the idea of givingrestaurants the right 
to sell on- Sunday, if the details of such a 
measure can be put in satisfactory form. 
At the present time the law extends this 
privilege to hotels,.so defined as to give 
rise to a distinct class, of establishments, 
Which have come to be known as Raines 
law hotels, that lend themselves to all 
sorts of iniquity. It would be a great gain 
in every way if this privilege could be 
given, instead, to bona-fide restaurants. 
And even with such a provision of the law 
to induce many saloons to become :restau- 
rants, not on Sundays only, but on every 
day of the week, it is not easy to see how 
the public interest would suffer. 

“Tf a bill is presented to the Legislature 
along these lines I am prepared to say to 
the Legislature, at the proper time, what 
seems to me the terms of the problem with 
which it is called upon to deal.” 

The report of the Citizens’ Committee, in 
brief. set forth: 

1. That it was impracticable to amend 
the hotel features of the Raines law. be- 
eause it was impossible to distinguish, in 
terms, between a hotel properly conducted 
and one improperly conducted. 

* That, if it were deemed expedient to 
amend the liquor tax law so as to provide 
for Sunday opening during a portion of the 
day. it could be done through amending 
Section 31, Paragraph A, of the law, by a 
slight change in the phraseology of that 
paragraph. 

The committee stated as conclusions that: 

1. The present liquor tax law was not 
enforcible. 

2. That prohibition was not effective, be- 
eause it led to evasions and to crime and 
immoralities by which such evasions were 
effected. 


SENATOR RAINES ON 
MAYOR'S EXCISE PLAN. 


He Condemns Its Local Option and 
Restaurant Provisions. 
Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, Jan. Senator Raines was 
asked to-night what he thought about the 
excise plan put forth by Mayor Low. He 
said: 

“If New York wants the same kind of 
local option we have up the State, that of 
deciding whether liquor shall be sold at 
ali or not, I am in favor of granting it. 
But if New York wants local option as to 
whether liquor should be sold on Sunday, I 
am opposed to it. 

**T am opposed to giving to restaurants 
the same legal rights under the excise law 
as are now enjoyed by hotels. The result 
of such legislation would be that every sa- 
loon would put out sandwiches and claimi 
the privilege of a_ hotel. Moreover, thx 
rooms up stairs in Raines law hotels wou!d 
be used for eating and drinking, and. in- 
stead of these hotels being improved, they 
would be made worse. 

“The general sentiment among the Re- 
publican members of the Legislatuie seems 
to be as antagonistic as ever to Sunday 
opening for New Yerk.”’

Rejoinder to the Mayor’s Letter on 
Sunday Opening Question. 


Says His Attitude Toward Excise Stat- 
utes Should Not Differ from That 
Toward Other Laws. 


The Executive Committee of the Society 
for the Prevention of Crime met in their 
rooms in the United Charities Building yes- 
terday to take action on Mayor Low's re- 
ply to the society's letter to the Mayor re- 
lative to the enforcement of the excise 
laws. A letter, of which the following is a 
copy, Was prepared and sent to Mr. Low 
by special messenger: 

“New York, Jan. 27, 1002. 
*“*Hon. Seth Low, Mayor of. the City of 
New York: 

“Sir: In acknowledging your communi- 
cation of the 23d inst. a brief rejoinder 
seems to us both just and courteous. 

“The principle upon which was based 
our letter addressed to you under date of 
Jan. 17, and the principle to which, in gen- 
eral terms, you will hardly care to except, 
is that adding to the law or substracting 
from it is not part of the function of an 
executive officer. That is an ultimate 
fact which no citation of contingent con- 
sideration must be allowed to conceal or 
disguise. 

“Upon this matter you intimate that 
your resources are not adequate to the en- 
forcement of the excise law; undoubtedly 
neither are they adequate to the absolute 
enforcement of any law. As much as that 
no one has asked of you, neither has any 
one asked you (quoting from your letter) 
“to concentrate the entire police force on 
this one law and let all the others go by the 
board.’ Our protest is against your, in any 
sense, letting this law go by the board and 
concentrating upon the others, in other 
words holding yourself in a’ different at- 
titude toWard excise statutes from what 
you do toward other statutes, That is 
what you did in Brooklyn; that is what 
you intimated before election you were 
expecting to do here, and that is what it is 
evident you did in this city yesterday, 
Sunday, Jan. ~, according tu the state- 
ment of ‘the papers and the report of our 
detectives. 

“We have frankly 
ceeding difficulty of your position and 
have conceded the impertect success 
achieved by Mr, Roosevelt; how much you 
might be able to errect’™ with such a con- 
centration of power in your own hands as 
Mr. Roosevelt did not have in his it re- 
mains to be seen. Ex-Mayor Hewitt has 
just said that ‘there can be no half-way 
policy in regard to the enforcement of the 
law. The police had no difficulty in en- 
forcing the law at that time, (during his 
Mayoralty,) and there ought to be no dif- 
ticulty now.’ 

“It is’ noteworthy that 
Many organization ordered a lawbreaker 
cither to ‘put up’ or to ‘shut up’ he 
pretty generally ‘ put up,’ if not, * shut up.’ 
Now, if unofficial immorality can accom- 
plish as much as that it wouid seem as 
though official morality, as embodied in 
yourself, could at least make a hearty at- 
tempt to do as much as that, 

“ Aecording to this morning's TiImEs—a 
journal that is careful to be accurate—the 
thing that saloon keepers said they were 
anxious about yesterday was not your po- 
licemen, but the detectives of the Society 
tor the Prevention of Crime. Your police 
force number something like 7,000 men, 
and the department costs the city about 
$11,000,000, Our pay roll and our budget 
are a very slender circumstarce in the 
comparison; all of which shows that in the 
matter of making men behave themselves. 
the question of the numerical strength of 
the department is a mere item as com- 
pared with the amount of determination 
that there is back of that strength. 

‘What we, a good many of us, feel may 
prove to be necessary is a modification of 
the existing statute, but we also feel that 
until you demonstrate that the statutes 
now existing cannot be enforced, the most 
that the Legislature can be expected to do 
will be to allow us the privilege of refer- 
endum; but if, as the District Attorney 
claims, a referendum would decite against 
opening saloons on Sunday, the matter 
would be thrown back to its present status, 
and the pressure upon you to make earnest 
with. the enforcement of the law as it 
stands, only more urgent than it is now. 

* We want, however, to add to the fore- 
going that whatever course you may adopt 
in this matter you can always count upon 
the Society for the Prevention of Crime as 
a loyaPally along any line of law enforce- 
ment when you think we can be of service 
to you and your administration. Our con- 
tention is not with you personaily, nor 
with the Government at whose head you 
stand, but only with a single aspect of 
your administrative policy. 

“In attestation of the assurance just 
given we would like to submit to you here- 
with the following facts in regard to the 

resent condition of the so-called Raines 
aw hotels in the Borough of Manhattan 
and a portion of the annexed district. This 
we do not in criticism of your administra- 
tion, but ior your possible gpidance and 
that of your Police Commissioner, for the 
facts elted existed at the close of the pre- 
vious administration and are not a matter 
thereivore, of course, for which you arc in 
any way responsible. Our detectives have

COURTS AND EXCISE ARRESTS. 


Report by President Deuel at Meeting 


of Board of City Magistrates. 


At the annual meeting of the Board of 
City Magistrates held last night President 
Deuel read a report prepared by him of 
the work of the courts for the past year. 
In the course of his report he has this to 
say of the enforcement of the excise law: 

** Excluding the year 1879 the arrests for 
excise violations were fewer in number 
than for any year covered by these re- 
ports, and a smaller number was held for 
trial than during any of those years, In 
1879 the number held for trial was 799 out 
of a total of 917 arrests, and 396 were 
held for trial during 1901 out of 977 arrests. 
The low figures of 1901 were reached by a 
gradual subsidence of arrests beginning in 
1896, .which followed the year of greatest 
excise activity in the history of the city. 
1879 presents an abrupt reversal in policy, 
for durifig the preceding year 4,121 excise 
prisoners had been arraigned and 3,542 
held for trial. A like vigorous policy had 
been pursued for several years. 

“In view of titx present public discussion 
of this subject, and the explanations most 
frequently given for the low ebb in excise 
arrests, the following quotation from the 
report of 1878 is of interest and sheds some 
light on the cause for a sudden cessation of 
activity: 

‘“** Nor can the officers be fairly charg 
with neglect of duty, for most of th 
thousands of cases are arrests made by 
the police without warrant. They often ar- 
rest several times the same man, take him

NO MANDAMUS FOR DEVERY. 


Justice Leventritt’s Decision in His Suit 
to be Reinstated as Chief of Police 


—Mr. Abell’s Application. 

Justice Leventritt, in the Supreme Court, 
yesterday refused to grant counsel for ex- 
Deputy Police Commissioner William S8. 
Devery. a writ of mandamus to compel ex- 
Police Commissioner Michael C. Murphy 
to certify him on the pay roll as Chief of 
Police on the ground that the law under 
which he ceased to be Chief of Police and 
under which Col. Murphy was appointed 
Police Commissioner was unconstitutional. 
Justice Leventritt after hearing the argu- 
ments of counsel said that as he thought 
the case should be taken at once to the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
for a ruling. he would hold that the law 
was constitutional, aithough he had his 
doubts on the question. 

Mr. Devery refused to accept his salary 
as Deputy Police Commissioner, and always 
insisted that the law by which he was re 
moved was invalid. An appeal will be taken 
immediately to the Appellate Division and 
from that court possibly to the Court of 
Appeals. 

Ex-Police Commissioner Abell also made 
an. application for a writ of mandamus as 
a member of the Police Board legislated out 
ef office, which Justice Leventrittt denied. 


O'NEILL NOT TO BE REINSTATED. 


Col. Partridge Opposed to It—Bill at 
Albany in ex-Policeman’s Favor.

HENRY MANNE MISSING 


Well-Known Lawyer Disappeared 
Mysteriously Sunday. 


Police and Friends Have Searched 
for Him Unsuccessfully and 
Fear Foul Play. 


Henry Manne, a well-known lawyer, with 
offices at 55 Liberty Street, and living 
with his young wife and one child in the 
Palacio, at Park Avenue and East Sixty- 
fifth Street, mysteriously disappeared on 
Sunday. At a few minutes before noon Mr. 
Manne left his home saying that he intend- 
ed to visit the home of his brother, Ber- 
tram N. Manne, at 346 Union Street, 
Brooklyn, and to attend a meeting of the 
Brooklyn Hebrew Benevolent Society, of 
which he is President. He did not return 
home on Sunday night, and as he is a man 
of exemplary habits, his wife and friends 
were alarmed greatly. 

Yesterday morning, when it was learned 
that Mr. Manne had not attcnded the meet- 
ing of the Benevolent Association or visited 
his brother’s house, the fear for his safety 
increased, and a confidential- alarm was 
sent out through the greater city from Po- 
lice Headquarters, reciting the particulars 
of Mr. Manne’s disappearance and giving 
his description. 

Mrs. Manne became hysterical upon her 
husband's failure to return home Sunday 
night. Yesterday she was so ill that a 
physician was called several times during 
the day, and her relatives were alarmed 
greatly over her condition. 

Mr. Manne is reported to have been in 
the highest of spirits when he left home on 
Sunday.. He is believed to have had a con- 
siderable sum of money and valuable jew- 
elry upon his person when he was last 
seen. 

Early yesterday Elias Kempner, Martin 

Kempners and Irving J. Kempner, 
brothers of Mrs. Manne, visited Police 
Headquarters and later started an ener- 
getic search for the missing man on their 
Own .account. The two former are well- 
known real estate men at 35 Nassau Street 
and the latter a laywer at 149 Broadway. 
The police gave the case special attention 
and the greater city was thoroughly 
searched through the usual channels. Up 
to a late hour last night no word of his 
whereabouts or fate had been received. 
The case is deemed a rather remarkable 
one by the police, as Mr. Manne is not 
known to have had any domestic or finan- 
cial troubles and was in robust health 
when last seen. 

Mrs. Manne was surrounded by members 
of her family at her apartment, at Park 
Avenue and Sixty-fifth Street, last night, 
Her three brothers, who were present, re- 
fused to give information regarding’ the 
disappearance. Later one of the Mr. 
Kempners declared that his brother-in-law 
had just returned, saying: 

** We met him around at a sister's house, 
and he came home with us just now. He 
went awe, for a business trip without say- 
ing anything, that was all. He has nothing 
to say.”’ 

The doorman at the apartment house, 
however, stated that Mr. Manne had not re- 
turned, but said he had been instructed to 
inform reporters that he was back. 

Four hours later Bertram N. Manne, the 
brother of the missing man, when seen at 
his Brooklyh home, was more communica- 
tive. He said: 

‘No, my brother has not returned to his 
home, and no word has been received from 
him. We are mystified by his disappear- 
ance. We don’t know what to think of it. 
He may have met with foul play.” 

Mr. Manne was forty-one years old, and 
very short and stout. He practiced law for 
many years in Brooklyn, being for years 
associated with Foster L. Backus. For a 
time he maintained law offices both in 
New York and in Brooklyn. He is a mem- 
ber of the Brooklyn Lodge of Elks and the 
Euclid Lodge of Masons. 


BROOKLYN LAWYER MISSING. 


Decoyed to Mount Vernon, Where All 
Trace of Him Is Lost. 


Max Josephs, a Brooklyn lawyer, has been 
missing since Friday last, and his relatives 
and friends fear that he is a victim of foul 
play. Joseph's home is at 359 Fourth Street, 
Brooklyn, and his offices are at 350°Fulton 
Street, that borough. He was married only 
sixteen months ago and has a child. 

The circumstances surrounding his disap- 
pearance are peculiar. On Friday .after- 
noon he received a telephone message from 
Mount Vernon, N. Y.. requesting him to 
come to that place. Some months ago an 
Italian of Mount Vernon was killed by a 
railroad train, and Lawyer Jacobs had been 
engaged to sue the railroad company for 
damages by the Italian's widow. his wo- 
man went to Italy a short time ago, Jo- 
sephs Was informed by telephone on Friday 
that she had returned to that place from 
Italy, and he went to Mount Vernon that 
afternoon to see the woman about the suit. 
Josephs'’s brother, Samuel Josephs, has 
since learned that the Italian woman in 
question had not returned to Mount Vernon, 
and that the iowyer had apparently been 
lured to that city by a false message.

Josephs wrote a note to his wife telling 
her where he was going and that he would 
be home the following day. That night
